He was 
instrum ental in the long fight 
for full funding of the 64,000- 
acre seashore. 
Richard S. Bodm an, assistant 
secretary, of the D epartm ent of

Mailliard, in a press confer­ 
ence Thursday, objected that 
his profile contained 
" a few 
in accuracies,” especially about 
his voting record. It was easy 
for the N ader staff to m isinter­ 
pret his record, he said, since 
he has voted both pro and con 
on num erous single issues. 
He also objected to w hat he 
term ed “ editorializing without 
supporting it.” 
A footnote in the profile cred­ 
ited its research to four p er­ 
sons, including Russell R. Mill­ 
e r. w ho ra n u n s u c c e s s fu lly 
against Mailliard in 1970. This 
w a s la b e le d an in a c c u ra c y , 
however, by the d irector of the 
project, Robert C. Fellm eth.

He said that M iller’s nam e 
landed in the footnote because 
of “ som e kind of transposition 
in the editing.” Fellm eth also

study of California land use, a 
study widely criticized for inac­ 
curacy. 
Mailliard also objected that 
the profile, released little more 
than two weeks before the elec­ 
tion, left no com parable docu­ 
m ent on his opponent. Demo­ 
crat Roger Boas. 
The profile observed that for 
the first time in m any y ears 
Mailliard has an opponent "who 


is a relatively well-known and 
experienced politician.” Boas, 
it added, "h as a flashy style.” 
contrasted with M ailliard’s "a ir 
of im personality that might in­ 
voke respect, but hardly c a m a ­ 
ra d e rie .” 
As far as his constituents are 
concerned, the profile conclud­ 
ed. M ailliard listens to them 
only on minor issues. But on 
m ajor issues, he was quoted as 
saying, "I comply with the dic­ 
tates of m y own conscience. I 
was not hired to be a weather- 
v ane.” 
The report com m ented that 
“ while Mailliard m ay not deem 
it necessary to reflect every 
changing cu rren t of opinion in 
the windy city of San F ran cis­ 
co, m any of his constituents are 
apparently beginning to wonder 
if the representative has both­ 
ered to take any readings on 
the clim ate in his district in last 
few y e a rs .” 
It also said that “ Mailliard 
seem s to feel that he still rep re­ 
sents business interests, though 
his present district does not 
i n c l u d e m a j o r c o m m e r c i a l 
area s of the city.” 
Of his voting record, it said 
he voted against the Office of 
Econom ic 
O pportunity's 
anti­ 
poverty bill, funding for model 
cities program s, urban renew ­ 
al, and providing day-care fa-

CINCINNATI 
(UPI) - The 
Cincinnati Reds, finally b re a k ­ 
ing loose their hitting power in 
a 
10-hit assault, crushed the 
Oakland A’s, 8-1, today to tie 
the World Series at three victo­ 
ries each and set up a d ra m a tic 
seventh gam e Sunday for base­ 
ball’s world championship. 
A home run by Johnny Bench 
was the biggest blow for the 
Reds, who thus climbed back 
into a tie for the first tim e since 
they lost the opening two gam es 
of the Series a w eek ago. 
F o r a while the A ’s, who have 
had the ch am pa gn e on ice for 
two days w aiting only for the 
single victory they needed to 
w rap up the cham pionship, b a t­ 
tled the Reds on even term s 
with southpaw' Vida Blue on the 
mound. 
But Hal M cR ae’s double off 
Blue led to a run that broke a 1- 
1 tie in the fifth inning. Then 
the Reds added an oth er tally in 
the sixth, driven in by Tony 
P e re z ’ single, and finally blew 
the gam e out of the w ater in the 
seventh when they sent 10 bat­ 
ters to the plate and scored five 
runs. 
The Reds now a re in position 
to defy baseball history, which 
say s no team e v er has lost the 
first two g am es of a Series at 
hom e and come back to win the 
championship. 
R ighthanders Jac k Billingh- 
am of the Reds and John "B lue 
Moon” Odom are expected to 
be the seventh-gam e pitchers 
here in the 1 p.m. ED T gam e 
Sunday. 
The R eds’ victory w as their 
second straight after trailing. 3- 
1,

Bandits Hit

T hree robbers, described as 
“ professionals,” today held an 
elderly San Rafael couple at 
gunpoint for approxim ately an 
hour while they system atically 
stripped 
the 
darkened 
house 
and then left the couple tied up 
in their bed, San Rafael police 
reported today. 
Michael Joseph Cousins, 65. 
and his wife. M ary Ann. told 
officers they w ere aw akened 
about 2 a.m. by som eone b re ak ­ 
ing in a glass front door. T hree 
m en entered and at gunpoint 
ordered the Cousins to rem ain 
in bed on their stom achs. 
T h e b a n d its, e a c h w ith a 
flashlight, then carefully went 
through 
the dark en ed 
house, 
taking two television sets, a fur 
coat and stole, tape player and 
jew elry valued at a total of 
$1.800, police reported. 
The men then bound the cou­ 
ple with surgical tape and left. 
The Cousins ultim ately freed 
them selves and called police at 
3:10 a.m. 
The bandits w ere described 
as C aucasian adults. 20 to 30' 
y ears old and each about five 
feet, nine inches tall and weigh­ 
ing about 160 pounds.

Phnom Penh Bookies 
Betting On Cease Fire 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (UPI) — Presidential 
adviser Dr. Henry A. Kissinger was expected to 
arrive in Phnom Penh early tomorrow to brief 
Cambodian President Lon Nol on the progress of 
talks, U.S. embassv sources 
the Paris peace 
disclosed today. 


Kissinger was scheduled to 
confer with the six-star general, 
M arshal Lon Nol, for about four 
hours. 
Fresh from talks with leaders 
of the North V ietnam ese negoti­ 
ating team in Paris, K issinger 
flew to Saigon last W ednesday 
for three days of high level 
secret talks with South Viet­ 
n a m ’s President Nguyen Van 
Thieu. 
The sudden arrival of P resi­ 
dent Nixon’s special peace en­ 
voy in Southeast Asia has in­ 
c r e a s e d 
sp e c u la tio n 
of 
an 
im m inent settlem ent of the In­ 
dochina conflict. Bookies in the 
Cam bodian capital w ere offer­ 
ing 20 to 1 odds in favor of a 
c e a s e - f i r e d e c l a r a t i o n th is 
weekend. 
Kissinger will be accom pan ­ 
ied to Phnom Penh by A m bas­ 


sado r William Sullivan, Deputy 
A ssistant S ecretary of State for 
E a st Asia affairs, and by David 
E ngle and Winston Lord, m e m ­ 
bers of the National Security 
Council (NSC) staff, the sources 
said.

“ W e’re praying and fasting, 
and w e’ll be here as loeg as it’s 
n ecessary ,” said J.C. Boswell, 
leader of a band of about 50 
protesters picketing last night 
gutside the bar 
“ Many m en have com e here, 
and when they see us they turn 
a w a y ,” said Evell Spleen, one 
of 
the 
Bible-carrying 
protes 
ters. "W e love these people, but 
w e’re just trying to drive the 
devil out of our little com m uni­ 
ty .” 
Greg F ran k, who ope rates the 
ta v e r n , 
sa id 
b u sin e ss 
h as 
picked 
up 
since 
the 
pickets 
began m arching and chanting 
“ P raise the L ord” outside the 
bar last week. 
“ T hey ’ve draw n a lot of cus­ 
to m e rs,” F ran k said. “ T h ey ’re 
praying for us to close and 
expect it to happen in about a 
month. 
But

m ade a steak 
dinner bet with one of them 
that it w ouldn't hap pen .” 
Boswell, founder of the C hris­

Disciples Church in the 
S a c r a m e n to su b u rb , r e c r u it s 
m any of his pickets, som e of 
them sm all children, from a 
youth cen ter called “ His P la c e ” 
which he runs across the street 
from the Puss N' Boots. 
"W e decided we ought to set 
up a stand ard for m orality, to 
go out and picket the place to 
see if they would close dow n the 
to p le s s -b o tto m le s s 
p o r tio n ,” 
said Boswell .“

NEW YORK (AP) — James 
Brady has been fired as pub­ 
lisher and editorial director of 
H arper’s Bazaar. 
Brady, who has put out only 
10 issues of the m agazine 
owned by the Hearst Corp., is 
being replaced by Anthony T. 
Mazzola, former editor of Town 
and Country. 
Brady 
said 
he 
abruptly 
learned of his ouster Friday 
when he received a hand-deliv­ 
ered 
letter 
from 
Richard 
Deems, head of Hearst’s maga­ 
zine division, saying: “ I am not 
satisfied with the progress 
m ade.” 
Sources said the firing of 
Brady indicated a shift from his 
stress on presentation of jour- 
nalistic-style nonfiction articles 
in the 405.000-circulation maga­ 
zine. 
Brady, once publisher of 
Women’s Wear Daily, told em­ 
ployes “ it is always painful to 
leave a job half done. We had, 
in a year’s time, gone a long 
way towards a new breed of 
magazine with very real jour­ 
nalistic distinction.”

An Aftershock 


SYLMAR. Calif. (UPI) — A 
small earthquake centered five 
miles deep in the ground near 
here late yesterday was de­ 
scribed by scientists as an af­ 
tershock of the disastrous Feb. 
9, 1971 temblor that claimed 65 
lives. 
The earthquake, measuring 
*3.6 on the Richter scale, caused 
no injuries or damage and only 
a few residents in the populous 
San Fernando Valley felt it. 
Since the 1971 quake, there 
have been several hundred 
measurable aftershocks which 
experts say is normal.

TOKYO (UPI) - More than 
one million demonstrators car­ 
ried out a wave of strikes and 
protest rallies across Japan to 
day to mark “ International An­ 
tiwar Day.” No major violence 
was reported. 
The day is observed on Oct. 
21 in protest against all wars, 
but principally against the Viet­ 
nam War. Observance of the 
day began in 1965 when the 
General Council of Trade Un­ 
ions of Japan Sohyo issued an 
appeal against the Vietnam 
War. 


New Bishop 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - In a 
rare first-ballot election last 
night, the nation’s largest Epis­ 
copal diocese voted in a 46- 
vear-old clergyman to succeed 
Southern C alifornia's aging 
bishop. Rt. Rev. Francis Eric 
Bloy. 
A special convention of 1,000 
clergy and lay leaders gave Rt. 
Rev. Robert Rusack a narrow 
majority over eight other candi­ 
dates to succeed Bloy as the 
spiritual leader of 120,000 Epis­ 
copalians in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
The election to name a suc­ 
cessor to the 68-year-old Epis­ 
copal Bishop was the first since 
he took office in 1948.

G.M. Plants 
Are Struck

The Ucited Auto Workers has 
struck three more General Mo­ 
tors Assembly division plants in 
the continuing dispute over the 
work output the company ex­ 
pects from its employes. 
Some 12,500 w orkers idled 
plants at Fairfax, Kan., late 
Thursday night and Janesville. 
Wis.. and Arlington, Tex., Fri­ 
day morning for the second 
“long weekend” strike session 
in a row. 
Sim ilar strikes aw ait the 
world’s largest automaker next 
week, as a Fisher Body stamp­ 
ing plant in Hamilton, Ohio, 
hits its strike deadline Thurs­ 
day night and plants in St. 
Louis and Leeds, Mo., meet 
deadlines Friday morning. 
This weekend’s strikers are 
expected to return to their jobs 
Monday or Tuesday while nego­ 
tiations continue, but the walk­ 
outs will cost GM production of 
2,736 cars and 352 trucks each 
work day. 
The plant at Hamilton is con­ 
sidered a key GM suppy center, 
and a strike there could halt a 
pipeline of components to 23 
assembly plants and other fab­ 
ricating facilities. 
The strikes are particularly 
irritating to GM because they 
cut production at a time when 
the auto giant was headed for 
record sales and was trying to 
build dealer inventories. 
UAW P re sid e n t L eonard 
Woodcock has put the blame for 
the strikes on policies of manu­ 
facturing and assembly divi­ 
sions, which he said led to 
elimination of some jobs and 
charges of work speedups. 
Woodcock has admitted that 
GM could counter the strike 
tactics by locking out workers 
pending settlement of the is­ 
sues, but GM has not indicated 
it would attempt such a tactic.

Boggs' Family Leaves 'Confident' 


PARIS (UPI)-The leaders of 
the nine European Common 
Market nations, glassy-eyed 
with fatigue, called early today 
for common economic and for­ 
eign policies and said European 
unification has passed the point 
of no return. • 


The leaders met for a mara­ 
thon 14 hours Friday before 
finally ending work at their 
two-day summit meeting. It 
was past midnight when they 
finally trooped wearily into a 
news conference to announce 
their results. 


“The process of European 
unification is irreversible now,” 
F rench P resid en t G eorges 
Pompidou said as West German 
Chancellor Willy Brandt nodded 
drowsily and Luxembourg Pre­ 
mier Pierre Werner twiddled 
his thumbs. “The summit was a 
success.” 


Pompidou him self was all 
smiles. The summit’s results 
conformed largely to French 
concepts. Among the major 
points: 


The Common Market will set 
up a Monetary Fund next April 
as the first step toward a single 
currency. A deadline of Dec. 31, 
1980, was set for full economic 
and monetary union. 


to work out short-term policies 
later this month. 


World trade talks with Japan 
and the United States should 
begin next year and end in 1975. 
Cabinet meetings in all nine 
countries should be held on the 
same days. 


To a large degree, the key­ 
note was more cooperation be­ 
tween the nine governments — 
not more unity within a single 
European unit. The foreign 
ministers’ meetings, for exam­ 
ple, will be held outside the 
Common Market framework, to 
avoid giving that supranational 
body any control over foreign 
policy. 


The Netherlands tried to 
counter this trend by threaten­ 
ing to veto economic and mone­

union—a

French 
project—unless France dropped 
its opposition to greatly in­ 
creased powers for the Com­ 
mon Market and the European 
Parliament. 


France fought back and the 
Netherlands failed to get the 
German support it hoped for.

Apartment Unit Will Go Up 
On Disputed 'People's Park' 


LOS ANGELES (UP!) - An 
apartm ent complex will be built 
on the site of “ People’s Park,” 
the disputed land near the Uni­ 
versity of California that led to 
the worst riot in Berkeley histo­ 
ry. 


Chancellor Albert W. Bowker 
said it would probably he neary 
a year before plans for the $4.7 
million project were ready. 


B ow ker s an n o u n cem en t, 
made after the UC Regents 
meeting here Friday said the 
new apartments will house 270 
married couples and their chil­ 
dren. 


The park has been hallowed 
ground to Berkeley’s street peo­ 
ple and many students since the 
1969 riot that resulted in one 
death and the calling in of the 
National Guard. 
Jam es B. Rector, 25, a non­ 
student, was killed by a police 
shotgun blast, at least 200 per­ 
sons were injured and 800 were 
arrested. 
The clash came when the 
University tried to fence the 
land for a playing field. The 
street people wanted to turn it 
into a park. 
Two parking lots were even­ 
tually paved inside the fence 


but they were largely empty for 
18 months because of a student 
boycott. 
Police clashed again with ri­ 
oters in 1971 when they tore 
down the fence to mark the 
second anniversary of the first 
riot. 
In May of this year the City 
of Berkeley decided to try and 
lease the 2 1-2 acre plot from 
the university and this seemed 
to appease many of the street 
people. 
The fence came down this 
year and the youths took pos­ 
session, planting flowers and 
bushes and setting up a play 
area for chiljren. 
Since then, Berkeley police 
said, the site has become the 
scene of rapes, armed robber­ 
ies and assaults. 
About a dozen tents are locat­ 
ed on the park land and “ street 
people are living in them ,” 
according to a campus police 
officer. 
The regents had given the 
city until Friday to make “a 
substantial offer” for the land if 
it wanted to keep it as a park. 
The City Council voted six 
weeks ago to offer $1 a yaar for 
seven years to lease the site but 
the Regents rejected that last 
month.

Evy Meara. principal charac­ 
ter in Neil Simon’s new come­ 
dy, “ The Gingerbread Lady.”

40 she had little time left to 
fight her alcoholism. v 
The situation and the charac­ 
ter of Evy could exploit all the 
sordid and depressing incidents 
common to the disease. Howev­ 
er. Neil Simon creates a beauti­ 
ful trio of Evy and her two 
friends — an aging beauty 
queen, Toby, and a furiously 
funny homosexual, Jimmy. The 
three of them insult and sup­ 
port each other over the period 
of two weeks that makes up 
three fascinating acts. 
They both hate to leave her 
alone in her N.Y. apartment on 
her first night after 11 weeks in 
a sanitarium. 
Jimmy says about her will 
power and her morals: “ I can’t 
trust you. I wouldn’t leave you 
with the Pope during Holy 
Week.” 
Evy’s daughter and old boy 
friend show up to complicate 
resolutions, and the stress gets 
painful. Humor and tragedy are 
often very close. At times the 
story becomes serious, then it 
seems farce.

But the two treetops 
are neatly and triangularly 
cleaved and the two sections 
moving off into the distance are 
transformed into clouds before 
your eyes. 
In “ Walker Creek,” Ribar 
experimented with benzine, wa­ 
ter and alcohol mixed with as- 
phaltum tar to produce very 
unusual textural effects. 
Ribar’s three paintings in 
acrylics are studies both muted 
and intensified in cc ’ors, thrust­ 
ing forms and near and distant 
space. And his set of unglazed 
white clay cups made earlier 
this year in Berkeley might 
account for the funky sculptural 
additions, such as a motorcycle 
on one. mushrooms clinging to 
another and a cockscomb on 
the third. 
And his almost “ real” glazed 
stoneware tennis shoe is en­ 
cased in a plastic cube, as is his 
corrugated old-time lighted 
peep show of idyllic early Ma­ 
rin. 
To add another surprise, Ri­ 
bar has combined real rocks 
w ith soft ones made of felt and 
tuffed with goat hair, and in­ 
tricately folded and stitched on 
the underside. Both species rest 
on a bed of gravel—real—in a 
shallow redwood box and con­ 
vey an oriental landscape ef­ 
fect. 
Ribar’s exhibit is on the sec­ 
ond floor of Scott Hall on the 
seminary grounds in San Ansel­ 
mo. and may l>e viewed week­ 
days from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
through Nov. 17. 


LONDON (APt — Critics have 
generally approved a new play 
about the abdication of King 
Edward VIII. It was the first 
theatrical work about living 
members of the royal family to 
reach the British stage. 
The play, “ Crown Matrimoni­ 
al” by Rovce Rvton, opened 
Thursday night at the Theater 
Royal. It deals with the abdica­ 
tion crisis of 1938. when Ed­ 
ward gave up his throne to 
marry the twice-divorced Ame- 
can. Wallis Warfield Simpson. 
Wendy Hiller stars as Queen 
Mary, the king’s formidable 
mother. The living members of 
the family depicted are Queen 
Mother Elizabeth, widow of Ed­ 
ward’s brother and successor. 
King George VI: and her sister- 
in-law. the Duchess of Glouces­ 
ter. 


Novatan's 
Citation Is 
Tossed Out 


I-J Special Report 
LOS ANGELES — An attor­ 
ney for Novato resident Karen 
Duncan reported today that the 
U.S. Supreme Court has re­ 
versed a federal district judge’s 
contempt citation against Miss 
Duncan. 


Barrett Litl, who practices 
here, said the court threw' out 
the citation last week on prece­ 
dent set by similar cases in 
which citations were reversed 
because the federal government 
refused to testify whether elec­ 
tronic surveillance was used in 
an investigation. 


Miss Duncan had been in and 
out of federal jails since Octo­ 
ber 1970, when she refused to 
testify before a federal grand 
jury in Tucson. Ariz. 
The panel, which was probing 
an alleged explosives plot by 
Weatherman activists, has 
since gone out of existence, Litt 
said. A new federal grand jury 
“ would have to start all over 
again” in the investigation, and 
could not revive the contempt 
action against Miss Duncan, the 
attorney added.

A bench warrant has been 
issued for the arrest of Daniel 
Murphy of San Francisco, who 
failed to make a court appear­ 
ance on a charge of grand theft.

Until the relaxation of theater 
censorship in 1988, it was not 
possible to portray living mem­ 
bers of royalty on the British 
>tage. Rvton sent his play to 
Buckingham Palace and got 
back a note thanking him for 
his courtesy. A royal spokes­ 
man said: “ This sort of thing 
must be a matter of taste.”

Not long after cookbbok au­ 
thor and 
chef Jam es 
Beard 
strode out on the stage, the 
arom as of simmering chicken, 
curry and peppers wafted out 
across the audience in the Ma­ 
rin Veterans Memorial Build­ 
ing. 


He began by explaining to the 
A.M. 
lecture 
series audience 
yesterday morning that enter­ 
taining is like theater — first 
you decide what kind of produc­ 
tion it will be: dinner, a cock­ 
tail party, patio luncheon, and 
then choose the setting and cast 
of characters — the menu. 


"The day of the party sit 
down and take it as easy as you 
can so you won’t have that 
nervous 
hostess quality,” he 
said. 
Entertaining 
should 
be 
fun, and if it isn't then don't do 
it, he stated. 
Remember, 
it’s 
hospitality. 
Never worry too much about 
what you're going to give them 
if you want people around. If 
they are having a good time, 
they won’t care too much what 
you give them .” 


IF YOU make a mistake, 
have a good time with it, he 
ad ded 
ab ou t 
en te rta in in g 
guests. 
"If you are having a large 
party, establish a traffic pat­ 
tern. Plan how the house will 
take 
the 
number of people. 
Move out furniture or rear­ 
range it.” 


Beard suggested a wine tast­ 
ing rather than a cocktail party 
and serving of the hot and cold 
hors d ’oeuvres 
in sep arate 
p laces to keep guests from 
over-crowding an area. 
"Most of all. the host and 
hostess should be able to look 
back and say "Gosh, that was 
fun." 


Then he whipped out a large 
French knife — "always use 
the best knives and keep them 
very sharp” — and cut a whole 
fryer up for Country Captain 
Chicken, setting aside the backs 
and ribs. “Save them for broth 
or stew, 
not this dish.” He 
pressed down on the chicken 
and removed the breast meat in 
a single piece. Then he coated 
the chicken pieces with sea­ 
soned flour and placed them in 
olive oil and butter in an elec­ 
tric skillet at 350 degrees, while 
advising the 
audience 
that 


s ta in -re s is ta n t ste e l knives 
should only be wiped with a 
damp cloth. 


“ They should never be put 
into the sink or dishwasher,” 
said Beard. 


Spilling a bit of salt by acci­ 
dent: “Whoa! Over the shoul­ 
der I guess," he interrupted, 
and blithely tossed some over 
each shoulder. 


‘‘HAVE YOU ever cut up a 
live lobster and had it jump at 
you from the pan? — Terrible 
experience,” he interjected, be­ 
ginning 
to 
cut 
onions 
on 
a 
chopping board and finishing 
with 
some 
green onions 
for 
"color and quality.” 
"Try the dish as the recipe is 
w ritten and then do v a ria ­ 
tions." he advised. A sprinkling 
of curry powder and crushed 
thyme were tossed into another 
skillet. 
"Cook curry in a little butter 
for a few minutes before you 
use it in salad dressings,” he 
said and began to slice red 
peppers, although green can be 
used in the chicken recipe. 
"Slice with the weighted end of 
the chopping knife — a good 
chopping knife is weighted at 
the handle end.” 
"Don’t 
keep herbs long — 
they wear out." Onions and 
peppers go into the skillet for 
sauce, while chicken continues 
cooking in the first skillet. 
"You don’t want to overcook — 
that's the swan song of good 
cooking. Too many people try 
to 'hold' casseroles while guests 
have a second or third drink 


While chicken pieces and 
sauce ingredients simmered in 
two skillets, he readied Moroc­ 
can Salad by carefully peeling 
two oran ges, rem oving the 
white inner layer at the same 
time. 
"The orange is neglected as a 
dessert, 1 think. Sliced with a 
coating of powdered sugar and 
a little Grand Marnier, they are 
a 
great 
way to end a rich 
dinner.” Beard said, slicing the 
oranges. Then he whipped out a 
can of stewed tomatoes and 
added it to the cooking sauce 
mixture. 
Reaching for a huge head of 
chicory lettuce, he removed the 
large, curly green leaves and 
arranged them decoratively in­ 
side the salad bowl to provide 


Women 
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the setting for the sliced or­ 
anges and grated radishes, 
which he then placed inside. 


Oil, lemon juice and freshly 
ground pepper were mixed and 
a pinch of salt added for dress­ 
ing and spooned over the salad 
"just before serving.” 


“T H E R E !” As he tipped up 
the salad to be seen the audi­ 
ence broke into applause. 
Then the chicken sauce got a 
quick wooden spooning and he 
arranged the chicken parts on a 
p latter 
— 
“ Fam ily 
pieces 
first." Then came the thighs 
and breast meat. "D on’t put too 
much on a platter or dish.” he 
cautioned. "Don’t clutter it like 
you were in a chef’s contest. 
Make it look tailored.” 
He 
spooned 
on 
the 
rather 
thick sauce, while some sliced 
almonds he had tossed into a 
buttered skillet were heating. 
Then came a handful of cur­ 
rants. and the sliced almonds to 
finish the top. Cut parsley 
sprinkled on top was the final 
flourish to the dish. 
"R ice would be perfect with 
it — or bulghur wheat or fine 
noodles, even on the platter. I’d 
like a fruit sherbert for the 
dessert 
and 
would 
choose 
a 
fruity white wine or ch am ­ 
pagne.”

1 frying chicken (about 2 4 
p ou n d s 
r e a d y -to -c o o k 
weight)

4 cup finely diced green pep­ 
per 
1 clove garlic (crushed)

New Italian Law Is Changing 
Lives Of The Domestic Help 


ROME (UPI)—Anna Alterisi 
is a 53-year-old illiterate widow 
who scrubs and polishes three 
hours a day six days a week for 
a Roman family. 
Oliva Mercanti is a 31-year- 
old Sicilian who works 10 hours 
a day as a maid, babysitter, 
cook and cleaning woman for a 
different Rome family. 
A 
new 
national 
law 
has 
changed their lives considera­ 
bly —and made the subject of 
domestic labor a major topic of 
conversation. 
After introduction of the new 
law. Miss Mercanti lost her job 
and Mrs. Alterisi kept hers. 
It was a m atter of money. 
The law overhauled the whole 
system of domestic labor and 


introduced unemployment, sick­ 
ness, 
maternity and old age 
pensions for 620,000 women who 
cook, clean and care for chil­ 
dren in Italian homes. 


UNDER THE law, even such 
occupational titles as maid, 
governess, cook and cleaning 
woman disappeared and were 
replaced officially by a more 
dignified title —domestic col­ 
laborators. 


Basically, the law revamped 
the social security legislation 
covering women who work un­ 
der other people’s roofs. It also 
sharply increased the cost em­ 
ployers pay for the privilege. 
The new domestic deal is so 
complicated the U.S. Embassy 


issued a booklet so diplomats 
could figure it out. So did the 
U.N. Food and Agriculture Or­ 
ganization iFAO'. 


Not everyone is happy about 
the new deal. 
"The battle, which lasted so 
long, is over.” said Le Coif, the 
weekly magazine for domestic 
employes. "But someone right­ 
ly asks if this glass of water is 
poisoned, if this progress does 
not kill the profession?” 
Miss Mercanti might say yes. 
She lost her job. which paid 
88,000 lire ($151.36) a month plus 
room and board, because the 
new law required her employer 
to pay 20.(XX) lire ($34.40) more a 
month in social security bene­ 
fits. He said that was too much.

MRS. ALTERISI might say 
no. 
She kept her job. which pays 
2,000 lire ($3.44) a day, because 
her employer must pay only 640 
lire ($1.10) weekly in social se­ 
curity. He said that was reason­ 
able. 
Not many domestic employes 
—or their employers —can fig­ 
ure out what the new law 
means. But basically, social se­ 
curity paym ents are d eter­ 
mined by the number of hours 
maids work, how much they 
are paid and even the size of 
the city where they work. 
The chief beneficiaries are 
women like Mrs. Alterisi. work­ 
ing less than four hours a day 
in households which never re­ 
ported them to the social secur­ 
ity service. This meant no so­ 
cial security benefits for them 
if they lost their job, became ill 
or pregnant or reached retire­ 
ment age. 
A recent occupational survey 
estimated it costs 1.6 million 
lire ($2,800) a year to keep a 
maid, not counting room and 
board. This makes a maid a 
luxury by Italian standards. 


THE NEW law. experts esti­ 
mated. adds about 324,800 lire 
4560) to the annual cost of a 
maid. 
These are the 
figures 
Romans kick around the ter­ 
race and swimming pool. 
Pensions range up to 124,000 
lire ($213.28) a month after 40 
years’ 
service 
as 
a 
fulltime 
domestic. Maternity benefits in­ 
clude partial pay for six months 
and 
unemployment 
benefits 
start at 400 lire (69 cents) a day 
for six months.

Has Hypocritical Sex Laws 
DEAR RAP: 
Our state is supposed to be 
liberal. We let teenagers who 
“qualify” get abortions without 
notifying their parents (expe- 
cially if they’re able to pay). 
We also give treatm ent for VD 
without parental consent, from 
age 12 on. 
BUT: the hgih schools and 
junior highs still require a note 
from home before the sketchi­ 
est kind of sex education can be 
offered to students. Teachers 
are pretty paranoid about dis­ 
cussing contraceptives. Before 
they can give information on 
venereal disease they need an­ 
other signature from parents! 
Probably the silliest law here 
is that girls under the age of 18 
cannot get prescriptions for 
contraceptives unless a parent 
consents in writing or in per­ 
son, preferably in person, as 
signatures can be forged. So it 
boils down to this: a girl can be 
aborted legally and her parents 
need never know — the State 
keeps her secret. But if she 
wants to prevent a pregnancy, 
the State gets all uptight and 
moral and says “Not unless 
Mama or Papa gives you per­ 
mission.” 
I’m a college student who is 
not in the least “permissive.” I 
was not the type to require The 
Pill in high school, but I knew 
many girls who were taking big 
chances because they felt they 
were so in love they couldn’t 
wait — and at the time even 
Planned Parenthood insisted 
you must be 18 before they’d 
help. 
What I mean is: There are 
girls who wait and girls who 
absolutely won’t — and it 
doesn’t help to keep informa­ 
tion from them, nor are the 
“ w aiters” influenced toward 
sex by being informed about it. 
More likely their attitudes are 
reinforced through class discus­ 
sions. 
Herewith, a plea for states to 
keep up with the times: There 
are areas where a teen can’t 
get VD treatm ent unless his 
parents know — which means a 
lot don’t get treated ! Most 
states won’t allow psychiatric 
counseling without p arental 
knowledge — and what teenwho 
worries about homosexual tend­ 
encies will confide in his moth­ 
er or father? The majority of 
states veto prescriptions for 
contraceptives to minors unless 
parents approve (though most 
look the other way 
when

Today, we will cover the ap­ 
plication of an exposed zipper 
to be used in sweater knits. One 
simple method is to baste the 
center of the zipper opening 
carefully, using one of the ribs 
as a guide. Baste a strip of very 
lightweight, woven underlining 
over this guide line on the right, 
side of the knit. Machine stitch 
one-eighth-inch each side of the 
center and across the lower 
edge, using a very small stitch. 
Cut the center and angle out to 
the two corners at the lower 
edge. Turn the underlining to 
the wrong side and place this 
finished opening over the zipper 
and machine stitch in position. 
This next application is my 
favorite one. I shall go into 
details with it which you may 
follow with the sketches shown 
here. 
Again, carefully baste the 
center by following a rib of the 
knit. To keep the sweater knit 
from stretching out of shape, 
use a strip of pin-curl tape 
which you can buy at most 
dime stores. Place it carefully, 
just next to the machine stitch­ 
ing that will serve as a stay or 
guide stitching. You must never 
stitch through this paper. Your 
machine will now ride on the 
paper. 


THE STITCHING will appear 
close to the edge and your knit 
will not lose its shape. Your 
stitching lines m ust not be 
m ore th an o n e-fo u rth -in ch 
ap art. Also, m achine stitch 
across the lower edge. See fig­ 
ure 1. 
Next, place right side of zip­ 
per face down and the top must 
face the lower edge of your 
garment. You will only ma­ 
chine stitch the tape of the 
zipper at the lower end to the 
lower end of your previous 
stitching. Be sure to secure the 
stitching by double stitching at 
the ends (stitching will only be 
one-fourth inch long.) See figure 
2. 
From wrong side of garment, 
carefully cut down the center of 
the knit and out to both corners 
of your stitching. See figure 3. 
Last, flip zipper into its natu­ 
ral position, the lower end will 
already be stitched for you. 


Sew and Crochet! 


Texture teaming is news now. 
Sew blouse, pants, shorts — 
crochet sashed jacket or coat of 
gay, afghan squares.

Either top stitch knit to zipper 
tape, hand-pick, or fold knit 
back and machine stitch the 
one-eighth-inch allowance of the 
knit to the zipper tape, close to 
the zipper itself. This last meth­ 
od of stitching will keep the 
stitches from showing on the 
right side. See figure 4.

“ In many fabrics, especially 
wools, you will find the selvage 
edges not only have the same 
colors of the fabric, but usually 
a different weave that is very 
attractive. This can be used for 
decorative edgings on your gar­ 
ment such as pockets, garment 
fronts, and collars. Since the 
outer edge is a finished edge, it 
does not have to be turned in or 
faced.” 


DEAR EUNICE, 
In working with knits, I sim­ 
ply can’t get used to tacking 
down the facings since there is 
nothing to tack them to. Most 
dresses I made before were 
underlined and the facing could 
be tacked to the underlining 
and wouldn’t show from the 
right side. I notice most of the 
women who make their own 
knits have that homemade look 
because you can see every 
stitch that was used to tack the 
facings in place. Please help. 
MRS. M.L.L. 


DEAR MRS. M.L.L., 
Most women have a tendency 
to overtack all loose edges. It’s 
best to tack them only where 
there is a seam, such as the 
shoulders, and underarm. If 
you will top stitch a decorative 
stitching about one-half-inch 
from all faced edges, this too 
will hold the facings in place. 
Be sure you don’t forget to 
understitch the facings, this is 
another little tip that will work 
wonders. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
I should have listened to you 
before cutting the neckline to 
my newest dress. I was uncer­ 
tain about the depth of the “V” 
and find it is much too deep for 
me. Is there anything I can do 
to save my dress?

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nine touch to our clothes today, 
there isn’t much of a problem 
in correcting your necldine. In 
fact, you may like it much 
better than the original dress. 
Cut strips of bias fabric, 
twice the width of the finished 
ruffle you will use at the neck­ 
line. Pin the raw edges togeth­ 
er, stitch a gathering stitch one- 
fourth-inch from edge and pull 
up slightly to form soft gathers. 
Do not press the fold edge, 
because it should remain in a 
soft roll. Pin and stitch to the 
neckline. Ruffles are usually 
about 2- to 2 Vi-inches wide. 
After the ruffles have been 
stitched in position, try on the 
dress to be sure of the effect.

Cotati Man

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BART Produces 
The Automated Wait 


BART'S MANY painful defi­ 
ciencies were inflicted on large 
n u m b e rs of the public this 
week, especially Tuesday eve­ 
ning, when the World Series 
game was called after a brief 
downpour. 
For some days before the 
series opened, there were pre­ 
dictions of a massive traffic tie- 
up. “ Park your car free at a 
BART station and ride the 
trains to and from the Oakland 
Coliseum." said the come-on 
announcements. 
One I-J editor, who has at 
tim es expressed regret that 
Marin County was dropped 
from the BART system and 
must rely on buses for public 
t r a n s p o r t a t i o n , d e c id e d to 
"take the bait.” 
He parked his car at the 
MacArthur 
BART station 
in 
Oakland, northern terminus of 
the operating section of the 
line. His wait in line, first for a 
ticket, then to get through the 
automated gate, and finally to 
get aboard a train, consumed 
35 minutes. 
That’s rapid transit? 


THE EDITOR HAD selected 
the MacArthur station, expect­ 
ing to be assured of a seat. 
Few trains were running. By 
the time a train arrived, the 
number of passengers waiting 
far exceeded the number of 
seats. The editor and his wife 
were standees. 
They were lucky. 
There were large crowds 
waiting at each of the four 
stations between M acA rthur 
and the Coliseum. After the 
train was loaded like a sardine 
can. it continued to stop, auto­ 
matically, at each station. No 
one could force his way aboard, 
no matter how hard he tried. 
At the coliseum station there 
was a big jam-up at the exit 
gates. Under BART’s automat­ 
ic ticket system, you cannot 
just walk off the train, pass 
through turnstyles and leave. 
You must activate another au­ 
tomated gate with your ticket. 
Few people are able to accom­ 
plish this without foul-up. De­ 
lays are prodigious. 


THE COLISEUM station is 
about two city blocks from the 
stadium — just right for a 
fresh-air stroll a fte r being 
cooped up in stations and trains 
for more than three quarters of 
an hour. 
While it is NOT true that 
“ there is no way to get there 
from here," it is almost true. 
First you must cross a busy 
fo u r -la n e b o u le v a r d w h e re 
there are no pedestrian cross­ 
walks. 
You 
must 
then walk 
along this boulevard for per­ 
haps half a block, where there 
are no sidewalks. Next you 
turn down a blind alley which 
dead-ends 
at 
the 
railroad 
tracks. Now you have to walk 
along the tracks, nearly half a 
block. 
Part of this walk is 
across a railroad trestle which 
carries the tracks over a huge 


open drain. Finally you scram ­ 
ble up a muddy bank and climb 
through a hole in the fence. 
Welcome to the Coliseum 
parking lot! 


THERE IS AN A/C Transit 
shuttle bus from the coliseum 
station to the stadium. Theoret­ 
ically, you can get a free trans­ 
fer from train to bus. Actually, 
the transfer is issued by a 
m ysterious 
m achine 
which 
takes some study to activate 
successfully. Only two such 
machines are readily apparent 
in the coliseum station. If every 
train passenger attempted to 
get a bus transfer on the way 
out. the resulting line would 
soon extend to an hour's wait. 


The bus must take a round­ 
about 
route to the stadium, 
requiring two or three times 
the time it takes to walk. After 
the game, the buses, packed 
like sardine cans, stand idle, 
hopelessly entrapped in pedes­ 
trian traffic. 


THE SYSTEM'S FIRST trial, 
Tuesday, exposed the coliseum 
station acceptance of train pas­ 
sengers. after the game was 
called, as its most painful 
weakness. 


While trains came and went 
in rapid succession, people 
waited in the rain outside, be­ 
cause the automatic* gates just 
would 
not admit 
passengers 
fast enough to fill up the trains. 
Over the public address sys­ 
tem. the angry crowd was told 
they could take comfort in the 
knowledge that an “ eight-car 
accident" had brought Nimitz 
freeway traffic to a total stand­ 
still. (it was not an eight car 
accident; it was an overturned 
butane truck.) 
One wag in the crowd at the 
station mumbled, “ BART is at 
a total standstill without an 
accident.” 
Despite all the deficiencies of 
BART, 
the editor who trav- 
velled on it arrived home soon­ 
er than did another I-J editor 
who opted to take his car direct 
to the coliseum parking lot. 
If BART management takes 
the self-satisfied view that be­ 
cause their service was on first 
trial a bit faster than private 
car, they will not attack their 
woeful deficiencies with suffi­ 
cient determination. 
The public will not be getting 
what it is entitled to receive in 
exchange for the hundreds of 
millions of dollars of public 
money which has been poured 
into the system. 
The BART hierarchy right: 
now “ looks bad" as the result 
of the initial foul-ups in han­ 
dling World Series train pas­ 
sengers. 
If they try to pass it off as a 
m inor incident, watch out. 
When they start trying to haul 
rush hour crowds in and out of 
downtown San Francisco, they 
will be in deep trouble.

M cTaggert shaking hands with Sen. 
George McGovern in front of a factory 
gate. McTaggert was quoted as saying, 
‘Meat’s too high, and the big guys get all 
the tax breaks.” 
That was it. 
After the show I decided to find out 
what happens to an average man who 
has had his one great moment on televi­ 
sion — a chance that may never happen 
again. 


I SOUGHT OUT McTaggert at his 
home a week later. 
When I walked into the living room. I 
found him wearing a red velvet jacket, a 
white turtleneck sweater, plaid pants and 
blue monogrammed slippers.

Frankly, 
I’d rather be on one of those medical 
shows where you get residuals.” 
“ Have you had many offers?” 
"Nothing concrete, though there seems 
to be a lot of talk in the neighborhood 
that I should have my own show' like ‘All 
in the Family.’ But I wouldn't do it just 
for the money. It would have to be a part 
I could get my teeth into.” 
"Well, thank you. Mr. McTaggert. for 
seeing me. I just want you to know how 
surprised and happy I am to discover 
you're just as simple and straightforward 
in real life as you are on the screen.” 
“The one thing I’ve learned in televi­ 
sion.” McTaggert said as he handed me 
an autographed picture, “is never let 
success go to your head.”

BART Portent Of The Future? 
Highway Lobby Raises Doubts 


SAN FRANCISCO - This proud, opu­ 
lent metropolis finds it hard to forgive 
the poor relation across the bay for 
winning the American League pennant. 
With the Oakland A’s in the world Series, 
San F ra n cisc an s m ust swallow th e ir 
pride and make the pilgrimage to the 
city that has been regarded as hardly 
more than a middle-class suburb sarving 
the splendor of the west. 
But the two cities are now' linked by a 
tran sp o rta tio n sy stem unique in the 
American traffic jungle. It is the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit, the first metropoli­ 
tan subway system built in half a centu­ 
ry. When he came here to dedicate the 
system that will cost when completed 
$1.4 billion. Sec. of Transportation John 
A. Volpe poured on the hyperbole: 
“ The construction of BART will be the 
turning point in the construction of public 
transportation in the United States. I 
really feel there is going to be a transpor­ 
tation renaissance.” 


VOLPE WAS DEDICATING the line 
from 
Oakland 
to Fremont. 
The 
line 
directly across the bay from Oakland to 
San Francisco's Embarcadero will open, 
according to schedule, in January. Other 
branches will extend out to embrace 
much of the commuting area. In hand­ 
somely designed cars with speeds up to 
45-50 miles an 
hour, including stops, 
passengers will escape the clogged free­ 
ways. An initial accident on the com­ 
pletely computerized line when two cars 
overshot the Fremont terminal was taken 
in 
stride with little or no effect in 
confidence. 
One hope for the project nearly 10 
years in building is a drastic reduction in 
the smog curtain. The smog level has 
been steadily increasing with the one 
m an or one woman to a car pattern of 
traffic morning and night. The theory is 
that thousands of these commuters will 
now take to BART, thereby reducing both 
congestion 
and 
the lethal cloud that 
settles over the city under certain atmos­ 
pheric conditions. 
Volpe brought 
not only extravagant

praise but (and there was just the faint 
suspicion that the election Nov. 7 might 
have had something to do with this) the 
announcement of a federal grant for 
BART of $27 million. Thi was in addition 
to the $38 million that President Nixon 
announced when he came here a month 
ago to take a trial ride on the system. 


WHETHER THERE will be federal 
help for rapid transit system s in other 
cities turns on the outcome of the contest 
with the Goliath of the highway lobby. 
Last month, to the surprise of the Demo­ 
crats, the Nixon administration, with 
Volpe as the chief engineer, brought 
about Senate passage of a bill which 
would let urban areas spend their share 
of federal highway money for transit 
systems. 
That money, about $6 billion a year, 
comes from a trust fund financed by 
taxes on gasoline, tires and trucking 
tonnage. Jealously guarded by the high­ 
way spenders who would like to cover the 
entire country with a layer of concrete, 
the money can be spent only on more 
highways and related purposes. 
The start which Volpe made in the 
Senate was fine. 
But then came the 
House and there were doubts about how 
hard the administration had worked to 
break open the Highway fund. The road 
block of the rules Committee was con­ 
firmed with the help of five Republican 
votes, and on a showdown in the House to 
override that committee, 96 Republicans, 
including m inority leader Gerald R. 
Ford, voted “No” to 56 for help for rapid 
transit systems. The measure passed by 
the House provided states and localities 
with $29 billion for two years for road 
building only. And as a gesture to the 
billboard lobby, it w'ould cut down the 
pace of removing these blots on federal 
highways. 
But, anyway, fans lucky enough to 
have tickets for the World Series could 
ride to Oakland Coliseum on a brand 
spanking new subway, and that may be 
progress. And with wall-to-w'all carpeting 
in the cars yet!

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Communists Now Giving Second Look To Coexistence

A mood of Goetterdaemmerung — the 
twilight of the gods — seems to have set 
in among Communist leaders. Publicly 
they still carry on about communism’s 
historically preordained victory. Marxist- 
Lenninism continues to be held up as the 
only scientific theory which enables its 
followers to correctly analyze historical 
developments and predict their outcome. 


; In other words, outwardly communism 
has lost none of its cockiness. 


Privately, however, Soviet and East 
European Communists know better. Talk­ 
ing with them off the record one elicits 
embarrassed smiles when one recalls the 
ebullient Nikita S. Khrushchev’s predic­ 
tion of 1961: “We shall bury you.’’ 


In fact, Communists now have second 
thoughts about how their system can 
survive “peaceful coexistence between 
states of a different social order” — that 
same peaceful coexistence which has so 
long been a major plank in their propa­ 
ganda. 


A few weeks ago, after an ideological 
joust lasting into the early morning 
hours, a Russian Marxist-Leninist of pre- 
World War II vintage admitted to this 
writer his doubts as to whether Lenin 
actually had meant peaceful coexistence 
as a quasi-permanent state of affairs. 


Yet this is what Soviet Communists 
today claim it to be — in every field 
except ideology. But most Communists 
nowadays keep ideology in the closet and 
in everyday life seek to coexist comforta­ 
bly and even profitably with capitalism. 


“Sometimes I wished I were a capital­ 
ist,” sighed Boris, a Soviet student whose 
father is a well-paid and influential 
member of the Moscow writers union. 
That was not so long ago, and he was 
half in earnest. But these are forbidden 
thoughts, and Boris, even in America, 
looked cautiously over his shoulder. 
Soviet and East European Communists 
have become increasingly exposed to 
capitalist ways. Quite a few of them feel 
uneasy about it. 
Communist propagandists now warn 
that coexistence may lead — horrible 
dictum —to “a propagation of individual­ 
ism as a superior social idea” and to 
“the establishment of a (capitalist) van­

guard and of (capitalist) ideological 
bridgeheads within the party.” 


The words are lifted from an article by 
Col. Julian Sokol entitled “ Peaceful Co­ 
existence and Ideological Subversion,” 
which was published in the May issue of 
Wojsko Ludowe (People’s Army), a limit- 
ed-circulation journal of the main politi­ 
cal board ofthe Polish armed forces. 


The Polish intelligence officer’s warn­ 
ings were echoed on Aug. 18 in Russia’s 
armed-forces daily, Red Star, by Lt. Gen. 
A. Shevchenko, a Soviet political officer. 


Shevchenko entitled his article: “An 
Insider’s Weapon — Psychological war­ 
fare in the Plans of Imperialism.” 


Sokol went more deeply into the mat­ 
ter. Writing in a restricted monthly, he 
could express himself in more detail and 
with greater frankness than the Soviet 
general. 


“The tendency of relaxation of interna­ 
tional tensions and peaceful coexistence . 
. . is accompanied by events which, in 
their final stage, are propitious to capi­ 
talism,” Sokol wrote. 


The West, according to the colonel, has 
five advantages over communism in the 
present confrontation of the two systems: 


“Capitalism is somewhat more ad­ 
vanced in the scientific and technological 
revolution. In some fields of technology it 
has managed to obtain a passing, but 
effective, superiority. 
“The scientific and technological revo­ 
lution (a term which plays an important 
role in Communist propaganda) has in­ 
volved the socialist (meaning Communist 
ruled) states in complications which capi­ 
talism does not have to face. 
“The advantage gained by capitalism 
in the scientific-technological revolution 
tends to reduce . . . conflicts inside the 
capitalist system and to lessen class 
tensions.” This strengthens democracy 
and bolsters protagonists of democracy 
in Communist-ruled countries. 
“Because of these advantages, capital­ 
ism for the time being is able to extend . 
. . aid to developing countries on a much 
larger scale than in the past.” 
“ Relaxation of tensions (between capi­ 
talism and communism) has not been 
accompanied by unity within the interna­ 
tional Communist movement. This forces 
the Marxist core of the revolutionary

sacked and its records drenched in cow’s 
blood. 


tion. What does expire is the authority to 
order men into uniform. 


Now the draft is being phased out. The 
pace of business at Selective Service 
headquarters, just a block from the 
White House, has slipped into routine and 
a number of employes who signed on in 
the turbulent days of draft reform are 
looking for more interesting jobs else­ 
where. 


"Nobody really cares about us any­ 
m ore,” one official said, clearly longing 
for the days when Selective Service 
employes thought they deserved combat 
pay. 
The 4,000 draft boards around the 
country will not fold up next June 30 
when the draft officially ends. They will 
remain in business doing almost every­ 
thing they have done in the past—except 
to draft men. 


Eighteen-year-olds still will be required 
to register. There will still be an annual 
draft lottery, and thousands of men with 
low numbers—perhaps as many as 100,- 
000 each year—will be given physical 
exams just in case the draft should be 
needed again. 
All this will continue because the Selec­ 
tive Service law does not expire next 
summer. That law is permanent legisla- 


m. 


Should something unforeseen happen to 
send U.S. troops off to war again, the 
draft machinery would still exist and 
could deliver men as soon as Congress 
passed the necessary legislation. 


The remaining worry at Selective Serv­ 
ice headquarters is that young men, 
figuring conscription is part of history, 
will neglect to take the time to see they 
are classified properly. 


“Suppose a kid’s the sole support of his 
mother and thereby eligible for defer­ 
ment, but he doesn’t tell his draft board 
about it,” one official said. “Then he 
could find himself in the trenches fighting 
in the Great Cucamonga War of 1974.” 


“ In other words,” he said, “the prob­ 
lem we’ll have is apathy. Guys may not 
even bother to register. And unless this 
system works, it’s a waste of money— 
and it can affect national security if we 
are lulled into believing we have a 
workable standby draft.” 


Four years ago a little public apathy 
was what Selective Service most wanted. 
It seemed then that a generation of irate 
youth was about to revolt against a 
system under which they said old men 
sent young men off to die in battle. 


In 1970, President Nixon tabbed Curtis 
W. Tarr to head Selective Service, shov­ 
ing aside Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, the 
man who designed Selective Service as 


camp (meaning the Soviets and their 
associates) to fight on two fronts: against 
capitalism and against the Chinese here­ 
tics, politically as well as ideologically.” 


Never before has a responsible Com­ 
munist writer so clearly credited capital­ 
ism with being technically more progres­ 
sive and politically more united than 
communism. 


Sokol then lists some of the problems 
which Communists have to face as a 
result of easier relations between the two 
systems. 


“ Psychologically, increased relaxation 
brings with it a new gentler style in 
international affairs especially in East- 
West relations. Spectacular diplomatic 
overtures, characterized by readiness to 
negotiate and sign agreements, will come 
to the fore.” 


The colonel, writing before President 
Nixon’s visit to Moscow, seems to have 
anticipated both the relaxed atmosphere 
which prevailed then in Moscow and the 
agreements signed there. 


Under these circumstances “one must 
expect increased psychological pressure 
by Western centers of ideological subver­ 
sion.” The pressure will be aimed at 
“ groups which are in a position to 
influence our public opinion,” in other 
words, “ at intellectuals, writers, artists, 
and students.” 


Shevchenko used alm ost the sam e 
words. 


Sokol continued, “All this may have a 
negative influence on the dynamism of 
our propaganda.” 
Public opinion in Com m unist-ruled 
countries will interpret “concessions ex­ 
tracted by us from the West as an 
expression of goodwill on the part of the 
capitalist states and an indication of their 
peaceful intentions.” 
As political conflicts are becoming less 
evident, “ people and ideas will begin to 
move more easily between the two sys­ 
tem s.” This is what the European securi­ 
ty conference may bring about. The 
Eastern countries oppose the principle of 
such freedom of movement, but their 
opposition is not unanimous. 
Col. Sokol went so far as to claim that 
communism is “objectivity interested in 
an open-door policy. It provides us with 
good testimony and constitutes an impor­ 


tant psychological asset in our campaign 
for further relaxation.” 
One wonders why teh colonel, after 
voicing his many fears about the outcome 
of the political contest, should be in favor 
of continuing a campaign for peaceful 
coexistence. As a dutiful official, he 
probably could not do otherwise. But he 
offered a consolation: “Broader mutual 
contacts will give us an opportunity for 
exercising an ideological influence on the 
West.” 
The colonel does not appear to be very 
optimistic about the effect of this influ­ 
ence. His main concerns are the political 
and ideological dangers to which commu­ 
nism is exposed. 
One of these dangers is tourism. “The 
trend toward relaxation of tensions will 
increase travel abroad to visit family 
members or friends,” and a movement of 
Western tourists in the opposite direction. 
“ One can regulate this tourist ex­ 
change,” wrote the colonel, “but cannot 
eliminate it. Travel abroad has its psy­ 
chological reefs . . .” 
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an Army major in the 1930s and then 
headed it from its inception in 1940. 
Tarr came in with a band of young 
reformers and a mandate to give Selec­ 
tive Service a new image and a new 
substance. 
The change has been substantial. The 
switch to a lottery system as a means of 
choosing those who must serve has been 
the most visible change, along with the 
end of deferments that often gave sm art­ 
er and wealthier men a way out.

Back in 1966 no one was below 30 and 
only 5 per cent were in their 30s. As of 
July a quarter of the 20.000 board mem­ 
bers were 39 or younger, including 656 
aged 18 to 29. 
In 1966 only 1.3 per cent of the board 
members were black. Now 10 per cent 
are black— close to the 11 per cent that 
Negroes form in the general population. 
Oriental, Indian and Spanish-speaking 
minorities have gone from 1.7 per cent to 
5.6 per cent. And there are 874 women 
serving where there were none six years 
ago. 
The numbers do not tell the whole story 
as far as officials are concerned. They 
feel that under Hershey the system was 


designed to be paternalistic. Control rest­ 
ed in the local boards—at least one to 
every county—comprised of the commu­ 
nity’s elite. Those men were to make the 
decisions and “the attitude just did not 
allow for much questioning,” one official 
said. 
The role of the local boards has dimin­ 
ished considerably now. The only real 
discretionary authority they have is in 
determining who shall be granted consci­ 
entious objector status or declared free 
of any obligation because of personal 
hardship, such as being the sole support 
of one’s mother. 
Local boards now must be prepared to 
give the registrant written reasons for 
turning down a request. In the past it 
was hard to appeal because the regis­ 
trant did not even know why his request 
had been denied. 
Perhaps most important the defer­ 
ments have been phased out. Before 
April 23, 1970, when the process began, 
1.8 million young men, mostly from 
middle and upper income families, en­ 
joyed student deferments. Another 411,- 
000 had occupational deferments, 23,000 
others enjoyed agricultural deferments 
and 4 million fathers had parternity 
deferments. Few ever saw military serv­ 
ice. 
Now all that is gone. Also gone are the 
demonstrators who had often camped out 
on the doorsteps of Selective Service 
headquarters.

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Value Of Old 
Symbol Fades

If you remember the story of Mama’s 
bank account, then you can understand 
the allure gold still has for some as a 
part of the international monetary sys­ 
tem. 


The ingenious Mama saw her Norwegi­ 
an immigrant family through many a 
crisis by saying. “Of course, we can 
always take the money out of the bank" 
and then helped them figure out what to 
do without going to the bank 


The money wasn’t in the bank in the 
first place, but the comforting feeling 
that it was providing her family with the 
mental stability it needed to find another 
solution. 


Most of the gold belonging to other 
nations is stored in the vaults of the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank. There the 
gold bars are shifted as needed to settle 
central bank balances between various 
countries. 


But in Kentucky, at Fort Knox, is about 
$10 billion in gold belonging to the U.S. 
Until August 1972. this gold was officially 
available to settle U.S. dollar deficits 
with other nations. They could turn in the 
U.S. dollars they accumulated for gold. 


Because the gold was hard to transfer 
and because it didn’t earn interest and 
because the growing dollar deficits over­ 
seas provided needed liquidity for the 
expanding economy, very few countries 
came to turn in their dollars for gold. 


Even so, the gold had dwindled from 
about $25 billion at the end of World War 
II to just a little over $10 billion. It had 
been recognized, in fact, for most of the 
1960s that the dollar was only theoretical­ 
ly convertible in any large amount, as 
there just wasn’t enough gold. The secret 
of Mama’s bank account had begun to 
get out. 


Behind the debate about a new interna­ 
tional monetary system are these ques­ 
tions: Can the wprld get along without 
gold or some other unit of value that is 
in d e p e n d e n t of in d iv id u al n a tio n s ’ 
exchange rates? Has it grown up enough 
to see that in the long run there may be 
no Mama’s bank account at all. that 
there isn't any comforting store of value 
to run to? 


It now is generally realized that gold 
would be useful again only if its price 
was substantially raised. Lord Seebohm, 
deputy chairm an of B arclay's Bank 
Group, in Boston on his way to the 
International M onetary Fund (IMF) 
meeting, said something like a tripling of 
the price might be required for this 
purpose, so that central banks become 
the unquestioned source of demand for 
new gold and 
suppliers to the free 
market. But he was not recommending 
this step. 


“The world will remain on a dollar 
standard for a long time. The behavior of 


the dollar will very much dictate the 
behavior of the world,” he stated. 


Yet, as a European, he is not comforta­ 
ble about the dollar’s role. As he sees it, 
“ The U.S. still has great overseas com­ 
mitments but no overseas exchange to 
pay for them. So the rest of the world is 
making an involuntary loan to America.” 


The dollars in central banks have risen 
from $20 billion in August 1971 to some 
$68 billion. He thinks there may need to 
be another dollar devaluation, and that a 
good part of the central dollar balances 
should be funded by the U.S. via a 
special five-year bond. And he hopes 
there will eventually be more reverse 
investment by the remainder of the world 
in the U.S. 


, Unless there is some break in the 
present situation, he fears new restric­ 
tions on the flood of dollars overseas,: 
such as a spread of the French system of 
a two-tier dollar Yet he sees no immedi­ 
ate alternative. Gold no longer appears 
to offer stability either. “ The more it 
comes into use as a commodity, the less 
useful it is as a symbol,” he said. 


There we have it — the symbol — 
Mama's bank account. Gold has been a 
most useful symbol down through the 
ages But in an age of electronic money 
transfers, the ability to produce and to 
organize has overtaken the value of old 
symbols. 


One new symbol is in the process of 
creation and acceptance, however — the 
IMF’s special drawing rights (SDRs). 
They may well become the numeraire 
that eventually replaces gold 


To this writer, that step seems some­ 
what distant. Although created by a 
world body, that institution is not a 
central bank in the sense of exercising 
much influence over individual members’ 
monetary affairs. 


And the SDRs have a limited use — 
they can be used for settlements between 
central banks but not directly as is the 
case with the dollar, to purchase goods 
and services. 


The fact is that the world is much 
farther along the road to creating an 
international economic community than 
a political one. Our monetary affairs 
eventually demand the creation of some 
kind of central bank, but the U.S. and 
probably other countries as well are not 
prepared to take that essentially political 
step yet. 


In the meantime, we have discovered 
that Mama’s bank account does not exist. 
We are left with our ingenuity — and 
dollars. If we can jointly recall'that this 
is really all we have had for a good while 
now. this may arm the world’s money 
managers and politicians with that extra 
bit of courage to take the next step 
forward.

The p a p e r's chief au th o r.

P re a c h e rs and p o litician s, 
when carried away by their 
own oratory, are apt to refer to 
modern society as “ godless.” 
It’s a false description, for 
two reasons. 
First, there still are a lot of 
people around who believe in. 
trust and try to live in close 
relationship with the ineffable 
reality whom they know as the 
God of the Bible. 
Second, even those who disbe­ 
lieve in God cannot properly be 
called “ godless.” For when God 
goes out of hum an lives, other 
gods come in. 
One of the most widely-wor­ 
shipped gods of m odern society 
is Mammon. Many people de­ 
vote their lives to his service 
without even knowing his name. 
The nam e M am m on com es 
from an ancient A ram aic word 
meaning “ riches,” and a Mam- 


mon w orshipper is any person 
who gives first place in his life 
to the acquisition, possession or 
expenditure of money. 


Another pagan god who has a 
large following today is Moloch. 
He first appears in literature in 
the Old Testam ent as a blood­ 
thirsty deity of the Ammonites 
and Phoenicians whom the chil­ 
dren of Israel eventually ousted 
from the Prom ised Land of 
Canaan. Moloch dem anded ter­ 
rible sacrifices, including the 
burning of children. 


Over the centuries, his nam e 
has become a symbol for war. 
It has been particularly appro­ 
priate in that context since the 
use of napalm against civilian 
villages becam e a m ilitary tac­ 
tic. 
To 
be a worshipper of 
Moloch in contem porary society 
sim ply m eans putting your first 
reliance on m ilitary power as a 
safeguard of civilization. 
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We also have am ong us a not 
in co n sid erab le n u m b er who 
give their fealty to Bacchus. 
Bacchus was originally revered 
in ancient Rome as a god who 
p erfo rm ed useful se rv ic e to 
m ankind by o v erseein g the 
growing of grapes and the pro­ 
duction of wine. In time, howev­ 
er, his nam e becam e identified 
with excessive use of alcoholic 
beverages. A “ bacchanalian” 
revel means, a drunken brawl. 
Finally, we have the cult of 
Venus. 
This rivals Mammon 
worship as the chief pagan reli­ 
gion of modern society. In Ro- 


man mythology, Venus was the 
goddess of love. But “ love” is a 
m any meaninged word, and the 
kind of love which the Romans 
associated with Venus was erot­ 
ic passion. Venus thus becam e 
a symbol of human sexual ap­ 
petite and its gratification by 
any means. 
Venus is worshiped today by 
anyone who believes sex is the 
most im portant thing in life — 
the one thing for which any­ 
thing and everything else m ay 
well be sacrificed. There are a 
rem arkably large num ber of 
people who believe that.

EDT sixth game at River­ 
front Stadium against fireball- 
ing southpaw Vida Blue of the 
A’s. 


MUST RUN 
The A’s still need only a 
single win to nail down the 
world championship, while the 
Reds must win to force a show­ 
down seventh game on Sunday. 


Pete Rose, the Reds’ “Charlie 
Hustle,” was the star of the 5-4 
victory yesterday for Cincinnati 
as he homered on the first pitch 
of the game from Jim “Cat­ 
fish” Hunter and then singled 
home the winning run in the 
ninth inning against reliever 
and loser Rollie Fingers. 


But the fifth game actually 
turned on two ninth-inning 
plays in which the A’s, who 
have pulled one “miracle” af­ 
ter another in post-season play, 
showed the human touch. 


THE NINTH 
In the Reds’ top of the ninth, 
after Cesar Geronimo led off 
with a single, Grimsley popped 
up his sacrifice bunt attempt. 
Fingers, noting Geronimo still 
was near first base as he should 
be, let the ball drop. It looked 
like a cinch double play, but his 
throw to first was wide and 
Grimsley had to be tagged out 
instead of forced out. That gave 
Geronimo time to leg it to 
second. 


Geronimo still was on second 
one out later when Rose ripped 
his third hit of the day, a single 
to right-center, to bring him 
home.

That merely tied the obscure 
Oakland catcher with Babe 
Ruth, Lou Gehrig, Duke Snider 
and Hank Bauer for the all-time 
record in homers in a single 
Series. Gehrig did it in a four- 
game Series and the others, 
including Snider who did it 
twice, in seven-game Series. 
Tenace has done it in five 
games. 
Denis Menke’s fourth-inning 
homer cut the A’s’ lead to 3-2, 
but Gonzalo Marquez got that 
back in the same inning when 
his pinch-hit single scored Sal 
Bando, who had walked and 
been sacrificed along. Like Te­ 
nace, Marquez tied an all-time 
Series record, because it was 
his third pinch hit (in four At- 
bats).

RESISTS TRIC K 


West opens the jack of dia­ 
monds and you resist* the temp­ 
tation to play dummy’s queen. 
If your opponents are reasona­ 
ble people. East must have the 
king of diamonds, and it will do 
you no good to put up dummy’s 
queen. 
You want to keep East out of 
the lead until you have set up 
dummy's clubs. That’s why you 
must play a low diamond from 
dummy at the first trick. If you 
played the queen of diamonds, 
East would win a diamond trick 
either with the king or with the 
nine later on. 


LOW DIAMOND 
Naturally, you play a low 
diamond from your own hand, 
too. That allows West to win the 
first trick with the jack of 
diamonds. 
West leads another diamond 
and this time you take the ace. 
You have begun your campaign 
by preventing East from win­ 
ning a diamond trick. 


CLUBS N EXT 
The clubs come next, but first 
you must draw three rounds of 
trumps, ending in the dummy, 
You then lead a low club 
through East. 
East must play low and you 
finesse with the ten from your 
own hand. You don’t expect this 
finesse to work; you just want 
to duck a club trick to West to 
make sure that East has no 
chance to win a club. 


PROVES H ELPLESS 
West wins the club trick with 
his queen and is helpless to 
defeat the contract. If he fails 
to lead the ace of spades, in 
fact, you will discard both of 
your spades on dummy’s long 
clubs.

John Gilliland Plays 
Music O f The Past 


In 1960, John Gilliland — now 
>of Mill Valley, then of Houston 
— quit his job as a radio rock 
jockey. It was the era of F rank­ 
ie Avalon, Annette Funicello 
and Fabian, and John walked 
out one day m uttering to him ­ 
self, “How in the hell ciid music 
get to this awful state?” 
The answer m aterialized nine 
years, one hundred and seventy 
interview 's and 
a thousand 
. pieces of music later with Gilli­ 
land’s “ Pop Chronicles,” the 
first serious audio docum entary 
on the revolutionary and dis­ 
turbing tw enty-year history of 
today’s music. 
The “ Chronicles” began in 
1969 and is now airing Satur­ 
days at 8-10 p.m. on KSFO- 560, 
as well as on other leading 
stations around the nation. 


BUT NO sooner had Gilliland 
figured out what the music of 
the ’50s to ’70s was all about, 
then up popped another gnaw­ 
ing question — “ How did we get 
to the ’50s?” Now, after two 
m ore years of constant work, 
much of it done in Gilliland's 
M arin apartm ent, John knows 
that we got to the ’50s through 
the ’40s. And what he knows 
about “ The Forties” will be 
revealed in two successive Sun­ 
days »October 29 and November 
5), from approxim ately 1 to 7 
p.m. (im m ediately following the 
Forty-niners game). 
Gilliland said, “ For the over­ 
thirty five, I think the program 
will be a sentim ental trip back 
to a wistful, seem ingly sim pler 
time. And for those under thir­ 
ty-five . . . well, they may 
understand why their parents 
get misty-eyed when they hear 
Glenn Miller or the Andrews 
Sisters.” 


HOW DOES a guy who’s age 
is on the dividing line (John is 
36) know about an era that he 
barely rem em bers? “ It w asn’t 
easy.” says Gilliland. “ There 
were very few books available, 
finding records' that were not 
scratched or nicked was tough, 
and frankly I couldn’t rely on 
m y m em ory to fill in the 
holes.” 
Gilliland was five when the 
w ar broke out (The hit song in 
1941: “ I Don’t Want To Set The 
World on F ire” ) and nine, while 
playing on a swing in his back­ 
yard in Corpus Christi, Texas, 
singing “ My D ream s are Get­ 
tin g B e tte r All The T im e ,” 
when he heard that President 
Roosevelt had died. 
The only way to do a thor­ 
ough study of the 1940s was to 
go to the m usicians, composers, 
singers and m usical artists of 
the times. “ I started making 
phone calls and writing letters 
with more than a little trepida­ 
tion. Here was this unknown 
guy calling Bing Crosby or Stan 
Kenton asking for an interview. 
But when I convinced them that 
what I had in mind was serious 
study of an im portant musical 
period, almost without excep­ 
tion they saw m e.” 


THE SCORES of interviews 
Gilliland recorded are carefully 
integrated into the music show’ 
to offer listeners perspective on 
what they’re hearing. Tex Be- 
neke, form er saxm an and sing­ 
er with the Glenn M iller Band 
lam ented the lack of rom ance 
at today’s dances. “ (During the 
40s) . . . so m any proposals 
happened on the dance floor to 
the 
pretty music where the 
guy’ll say “ Honey, I love you. 
Will you m arry m e?’ I ’ve often

At Full Speed 
On Civic Jobs 


School Board President 
Faces Hectic Schedule

“It’s really hard to say no. 
because I really like participat­ 
ing in the community.” he said. 
“ I feel I have taken so much 
from society that I have an 
obligation to give something 
back.’' 
Lafranchi gives his time as 
president of the P etalum a 
Board of Education, co-chair­ 
man of the Petaluma United 
Way campaign and recently left 
office as president of the Peta­ 
luma Chamber of Commerce. 
He also takes the time to coach 
a soccer team, but admits ‘I'm 
learning along with the kids. 


~ “THE SCHOOL board takes 
up most of my tim e,” Lafranchi 
said. “ E specially now since 
we re (board m em bers) all 
meeting with teacher commit­ 
tees at various schools. I’ve had 
four meetings this week alone.” 
“ It’s a hectic schedule, but 
it’s really rough on my wife, 
Diane,” he said. “She’s a saint 
for putting up with m e.” He 
affectionately calls her a “do-it- 
yo u rself” m other since she 
usually has to cope with their 
five young children i^pne. 
“ This is an unusual time with 
the school district since there’s 
so much going on.” Lafranchi 
said. “ We’re at a crisis point in 
this district with financial prob­ 
lems going on and on and on.” 
The school board has been 
besieged with complaints from 
teachers who are bitter about 
the lack of salary increases in 
the past three years and failure 
of tax rate increase elections. 


“WE’VE got to make some 
decision soon on how much to 
cut reserves for salary increas­ 
es,” he said. “We can’t go 
another year without teachers 
losing all confidence in the 
board and the community.” He 
said he fears a strike by teach­ 
ers is possible next year. “ We 
can’t afford to let that happen,” 
he said. 
Lafranchi looks hopefully to 
the state legislature as a means 
of improving school financing. 
“ I hope they can do something 
this fall,” he said. “If not, I 
don’t know where we go from 
here in Petaluma. If we get no 
new revenue we could possibly 
pay the same (salary) schedule 
and level of service, but it’s all 
below the state average now.” 
As a chamber and school 
board president, Lafranchi has 
had to cope with problem s 
brought by rapid growth. En­ 
rollment has been especially 


district. 
“ I was happy that Petaluma 
adopted a growth philosophy 
with a limited concept,” he 
said. 
“ We’re concerned now 
about growth in Rohnert Park 
and Cotati. 


“ If population jumps there 
I ’m not sure how we can serv­ 
ice it,” Lafranchi said. “ The 
R ohnert P ark City Council- 
passed a resolution saying it 
wants input from school district 
before approving developments. 
At first blush it really looks 
good, but we’ll have to wait to 
see how it works out.” 


LAFRANCHI said he would 
like to see more cooperation 
between school boards and city 
councils. “ We lose sight of the 
inner-w orkings of the other 
group,” he said “The rapport 
has improved in recent years, 
but its not all it could be. 
Policy-makers must get togeth­ 
er more often.” 


Lafranchi’s interest in educa­ 
tion started as a child. “ I came 
from a pro-education family,” 
he said, speaking of the family 
ranch in Nicasio where he was* 
reared. 
“ My father came from Switz­ 
erland in 1910 to work on a 
dairy farm . He didn’t know a 
word of English, but took corre­ 
spondence courses. It was a 
real accomplishment for him ,” 
he said. 
“ What I did in school was 
very important in my home,” 
he said, noting report cards for 
his children also come under 
close scrutiny. 


LAFRANCHI said he had 
complete freedom to chose a 
career and settled on law. “ My 
^mother 
died 
when 
I 
was 
young,” he said. “I was the last 
of five children and she always 
wanted a lawyer in the family 
so it was left up to m e.” 


Lafranchi, 36, got his bache­ 
lor’s degree from Santa Clara 
University in 1958 and law de­ 
gree from University of San 
Francisco in 1962. 
Lafranchi has followed the 
family tradition by sending his 
children to St. Vincent’s Ele­ 
mentary School rather than to 
public schools. 
“ People sometimes ask me 
why I’m on the public board of 
education with my kids in paro­ 
chial schoo,” he said. “It’s a 
family tradition — it’s just reli­ 
gious — that’s our right to 
follow our convictions.” 


HIS children include Richard, 
13; Kenneth, 12; Debbie, 10; 
Teri, 8; and Jeff, 6. 
L afranchi finds h im self 


caught in the dilem m a of 
whether public funds should be 
used to help private schools. 
“ I think about it a lot and 
basically I’m opposed to it for 
three reasons,” he said. “ First, 
I agree with the courts that its 
unconstitutional. Secondly, the 
public education system is 
strained as it is, and thirdly, if 
once private schools take public 
money, the public then has the 
right to attach strings and the 
schools w ouldn’t be private 
anym ore. 
But 
still 
public 
schools couldn’t take all the 
students dumped on them if all 
private schools closed. 
Lafranchi is in this third year 
as a leader in the United Way 
campaign. “It’s a nice job and 
satisfying when you think of the 
good its going to do,” he said. 
He said the work has become 
less time consuming each year 
since workers are better organ­ 
ized and contributors get into 
the habit of making an annual 
contribution. 
Lafranchi cherishes memo­ 
ries of his younger years as a 
boy growing up on a ranch and 
feels in some ways his children 
have m issed som ething by 
growing up in a city. 


“MY HEART in many ways 
is still on the farm ,” he said. 
“ Children have a better oppor­ 


tunity to develop a sense of self- 
worth . .. free of some frustra­ 
tions. Maybe because its a sim­ 
pler way of life.” 
“ Petaluma has a lot to offer, 
though,” he said. There’s room 


to breathe and it would be 
wonderful if it didn’t grow at 
all, but then we’d all become 
snobbish . . . the old idea that 
after I move here, no one else 
should be allowed in.”

W E W ONDERED what a 
heavy rain would do to them. 
But the sun shone brightly 
throughout our voyage. It was a 
most delightful way to view the 
scenery — from* the ship’s 
swimming pool or from a deck 
chair. 
Countless w’aterfalls splashed 
down mountainsides. Some 
dropped 1.000 to 2,000 feet, often 
disappearing in a mist before 
reaching the rocks or fjord 
below. One group of falls, 
called the Seven Sisters, put on 
a delightful display of aquatics, 
sparkling in the sunshine. Other 
gushing cataracts on both sides 
of the fjord had such interesting 
names as the Suitor and the 
Bridal Veil. 
And then we reached the 
head of the fjord, with the little 
town of Geiranger waiting to 
welcome us. 
The head of Geiranger Fjord 
is nearly as wide as the rest of 
the channel to the sea. The tide 
and salt w'ater indicate it is fed

as much by the sea as by the 
runoff from the mountains. 


ALTHOUGH centuries of se­ 
diment and rock falls have 
raised the bottom of the fjord, 
it still is reported to be a 
thousand feet deep in some 
channels, so large ships can 
easily avoid running aground, 
but they also have to find a 
shallow enough place to anchor. 
Geiranger has such an anchor­ 
age. 


Chief reason for passengers 
getting off at Geiranger is to 
ride the motor coach up the 
zigzag road to the summit of 
Mount Dalsnibba — from sea 
level to 4,860 feet. 


The one road through Geiran­ 
ger has only a few stores, a 
restaurant, souvenir shop, and 
the tourist office. Excursion 
buses leave from the tourist 
office, only about 50 yards from 
the dock, and pass quaint cab­ 
ins, resort hotels, and lovely 
campgrounds. One large camp­ 
ground is spread over a river 
delta at the edge of the fjord. 
Every tourist accommodation 
seems designed to take full 
advantage of the view. 


AS THE bus pulls up the 
valley on sw itchbacks, different 
aspects of the fjord and peaks 
are presented and accompanied 
by “ oohs" and “ ahs” from the 
passengers. Farm houses, feed­ 
ing stations, and cabins become 
more scarce as we reach higher 
elevations. 


But even such vast panora­ 
mas can be tiring, so the bus 
stops at a mountain lake at 
3,250 feet for refreshments at a 
small hotel before the final 
assault on the peak. The lake 
mirrors the surrounding snowr- 
capped mountains. Some of the 


Norway

BERGEN, Norway — Cool, 
blue, glassv-calm waters of the 
Norwegian fjords seemed end­ 
less as our cruise ship glided 
through one cliff-flanked chan­ 
nel after another on our way to 
Geiranger. 


Located approximately 150 
miles north of Bergen, Geiran-. 
ger is considered to have one of 
the loveliest fjord landscapes, 
popular with both Norwegian 
and foreign tourists. 


The rugged majesty of lofty 
peaks towering over our ship 
was even more spectacular 
than the pictures on travel fold­ 
ers. As the ship swung around 
another bend a new vista would 
unfold. 


SOMETIMES the cliffs would 
rise abruptly straight out of the 
water near our ship; at other 
times the sides of the fjord 
would sweep back gently re­ 
vealing a fertile valley before 
swooping up to snow-covered 
peaks. 


ferryboat rounding a turn or a lofty peak rising abruptly straight out of 
the water. Waterfalls splash down mountainsides/ from 1/000 to 2,000 
feet. 


snow’ reaches to the water’s 
edge. 


Then it’s back on the bus for 
the low-gear grind up the last 
1,600 feet to the top of Dalsnib­ 
ba. The corners of the switch­ 
backs are too sharp, so the 
driver must back up and jockey 
the bus around as cars patient­ 
ly w’ait on each side of the turn. 
Passengers become more in­ 
volved in negotiating the turns 
than enjoying the view. 


B U T AT last we reach the top 
and are treated with a view of 
the whole Geiranger Valley. 
Our ship which seems so far 
away, gleams like a polished 
ivory miniature on a blue vel­ 
vet background of the fjord. We 
seem level with the glaciers of 
the Sunnmore Alps which 
spread out around us. Some of 
the braver ones climb out on 
overhanging rocks for thrills or 
photos. 


Switchbacks in the roads look 
even more scrambled from 
above. It takes quite a while for 
the drivers to pry their passen­ 
gers away from the entrancing 
scenes when it is time to leave. 


Although we cruised into the 
area aboard a luxury liner, 
most travelers reach Geiranger 
by bus, private car, or by 
ferryboat. The quickest way is 
to catch a plane from Bergen or 
Oslo to Alesund and take a bus 
or rent a car. 


Or you may wish to take a 
train to Andalsenes where you 
can make bus connections. 
There also is an express steam­ 
er from Bergen to Alesund. 
If you are driving a private 
ear you will have the choice of 
some of the most exciting roads 
in Norway. There are good 
roads to Geiranger from all 


directions but consult the Nor­ 
wegian Tourist Office for the 
most scenic and an estimate of 
time it will take. Advance res­ 
ervations at hotels in the area 
are recommended.

LISBON, Portugal — “ It’s the 
Spanish who are always laugh­ 
ing and happy,” explained a 
loud American to (of all people) 
two Portuguese men. . . who 
didn’t smile. 
In fact, I rem em ber only two 
smiles during my short stay in 
Portugal. 
One was from Xico (pro­ 
nounced Cheeko), whose happi­ 
ness when we asked him for his 
autograph, slit a most incredi­ 
ble grin across his puffy face 
the color of a calf’s pink nose. 
Xico Carreira used to be a 
bullfighter in a land where it’s 
against the law to kill the bull. 


NOW HE owns a Lisbon res­ 
taurant in Parque Mayer just 
off the divided, tree-lined Aven- 
ida da L iberdade. At noon 
Xico’s place is cram m ed with 
Portuguese executives and at 
night with avid moviegoers who 
patronize nearby cinemas. (Lis­ 
bon residents eat between 7 and 
9 usually, many of them going 
to movies afterward or to hear 
mournful fado singers.) 
Anyway. . . Xico smiled this 
wordless, childlike smile as we 
looked up from our fried pork, 
a common Portuguese dish. His 
hulk matched the plimps of 
onions and garlics that dangled 
(and sprouted) on strings from 
the ceiling of his restaurant. 
I got another kind of smile, 
though, on my first day in 
Portugal. Heading out of my 
hotel, I dodged along Lisbon’s 
famous black-on-cream mosaic 
sidewalks that look as if they 
were shattered into patterns. I 
was thinking only of how to find 
Alfama, the old Moorish quart­ 
er whose narrow streets are 
quaintly glued to one of the 
city’s many hills. 


SUDDENLY there was water 
all over my face and it just 
kept squirting (as I could see 
between waves) from a blue 
plastic pistol aimed by a boy 
about 12 years old. 
Inexplicable. Infuriating. As I 
fumed, a woman passed me — 
staring as intently as the men 
who make staring a sport of 
Olympic dimension — her face 
very round and her smile very 
merry. 
The reason for the face flood, 
I was told later, was “ Carni­ 
val'’ which began in several 
days, with echoes in Rio de 
Janeiro and New Orleans. Dur­ 
ing carnival little boys play 
practical jokes on little girls. 
Presumably my drenching was 
just a warm-up. 


IF THE P ortu gu ese d o n ’t 
waste much emotion on smil­ 
ing, they do seem to have a 
kind of elegant and somber 
romance about them. This is 
most obvious in the finger-twin­ 
ing “ fado” songs heard con­ 
stantly on the radio.

IN WINTER Evora residents 
stride through ancient, clean 
s tre e ts in splendid, pressed- 
wool capes.You can buy them 
for only $20 (about 520 escudos). 
In Spain similar capes cost $65 
and you probably couldn’t find 
them in the U.S. for less than 
$100. 
At the heart of Evora near 
ruins of a Roman temple to 
Diana, stands one of the finest 
pousadas in Portugal. A pousa- 
da. or government-owned inn, 
usually has less than 25 rooms, 
is located in a magnificent old 
building or castle and furnished 
with beautiful antiques — all 
for amazingly cheap prices. Es- 
talagems, not so lavishly fur­ 
nished inns, are also good buys. 
Evora’s Pousada dos Loios is 
in a converted 
15th century 
convent. We ate lunch where 
the nuns ate and as I bit into a 
squid (they have the texture of 
a slightly rubbery avocado), I 
wondered if the nuns ever had 
any of Portugal’s fabulous sea­ 
food. Or did they have only 
bread and water? 
A beautiful, misty honeymoon 
could consist only of pousada- 
hopping around Portugal. 
A new pousada in Estremoz, 
a white-arched village only an 
hour’s drive from Evora, is in a 
remodeled castle. Romantic, el-

egant — it has an aura of plots 
and counterplots. 
ANOTHER hotel (small but 
not government-owned) which 
also has plots in its walls is 
Seteais Hotel in Sintra, north of 
Lisbon. But in Seteais the plots 
aren't elegant and dark. They 
are stylized like icing on a 
wedding cake. 
Sintra is a mystic mountain 
town where kings fled to escape 
Portugal's sum m er heat. Full 
of mansions and castles whose 
owners now head for the sun 
and sea. Sintra was the Eden 
where Lord Byron wfote his 
proud 
and 
melancholy poem 
“ Childe Harold’s Pilgrimage.” 
Even closer to Lisbon than 
Sintra. Evora, and Estremoz is 
the Costa del Sol (coast of the 
sun), now the home for many 
kings and pretenders to various 
European thrones. 
ESTORIL has promoted itselt 
as a year-round sun resort. But 
the only thing which is really 
year round is the palatial new 
casino with flags flyipg out 
front like a United N ations 
building. 
The nearby fishing 
village of Cascais has seafood 
restaurants worth a trip from 
Lisbon just for dinner. 
This area north of Lisbon will 
be even closer for tourists a r­ 
riving by air when the city 
builds its new airport. 
The present airport on the 
south side of the Tagus River 
sometimes gets fogged in, while 
the projected new site retains 
good landing visibility. 
The present airport, built in 
1942, is only 15 minutes from 
downtown Lisbon. But the city 
has expanded northward, with 
construction of satellite cities 
being considered between Lis­ 
bon and Sintra. 


SINCE THE days of its fa­ 
mous navigators — Prince Hen­ 
ry, Vasco da Gama — Portugal 
has welcomed the strange, the 
foreign.

It is one of the most majestic 
views of Morro Rock as it 
guards Morro Bay and earns its 
title of “ Gibraltar’’ from the 
sailors it has guided for dec­ 
ades. Below the viewer lies the 
sparkling sand of Morro Strand. 
The relentless U.S. 101 free­ 
way that sweeps through San 
Lui Obispo County, mid-way 
between Ix>s Angeles and San 
Francisco, gives little hint of 
the sightseeing and recreational 
bonanza that its intersecting 
roads lead to. 
Some travelers do. however, 
find their way to the hub of this 
scenic 
wonderland 
at 
the 
quaint, sleepy seaside village of 
Avila Beach. Between the biki­ 
ni-clad beauties sunning them­ 
selves on Avila's golden sand 
and the seagulls hovering above 
the commercial fishing boats at 
Port San Luis across the bay is 
the imposing structure of the 
elegant San Luis Bay Inn. 


THE three-year-old resort ho­ 
tel boasts one of the finest 18- 
hole championship golf courses 
on the West Coast. 
In addition to the obvious 
swimming, surfing, fishing and 
boating offered visitors to San 
Luis Bay, tennis, spiraling in 
popularity, is making strong 
headway. Officials of the resort 
hotel and the San Luis Bay Club 
membership home development 
have added six courts to bring 
their total to an impressive 10. 
Just south of Avila Beach and 
the honeycombed shoreline of 
Pirate's Cove, where privateers 
once hid their booty, lies the 
rocky and wildly picturesque 
coast of Shell Beach.

the Southern horizon and vehi­ 
cles of all shapes and sizes 
boldly cruise along near the 
surf giving the passengers the 
weird sensation of riding on 
water in the family ear.

First Women's Rights Fighter 
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M A R Y W O L L S T O N E ­ 
CRAFT, by Eleanor Flexner;

If you can accept the premise 
that an author can psychoana­ 
lyze a woman who’s been dead 
for almost two hundred years, 
then you may enjoy this biogra­ 
phy of the first woman to fight 
for women’s rights. 
The author has done pain­ 
staking research into old biog­ 
raphies, letters and government 
documents to find the core of 
her rather slow moving story of 
Mary Wollstonecraft. The au­ 
thor strives to use latter day 
in te rp retiv e techniques with 
these writings to show cause 
and effect in MaryWollstone- 
eraft’s life. 


But the story itself is intriqu- 
ing. Born into an age of three 
choices (marriage, teaching or 
paid companion) Mary Woll­ 
stonecraft chose to shake the 
establishment of the early 18th 
century with her writings and 
her campaigns for legal rights 
for women. 


Not equal rights; just plain 
legal rights. The right to inherit 
property, to be guardian of her 
children and to own property in 
her own name. She argued for 
an opportunity for education for 
women that would enable them 
to “ live m ature and creative 
lives.” 


M ary W ollstonecraft w rote 
several books and pamphlets 
but her “ A Vindication of the 
Rights of Woman” became a 
m ain stay of re fo rm e rs 
for 


many years. 
This came after a rather har­ 
ried early life. She had already 
become a fixture in London 
under the watchful eye of Jo­ 
seph Johnson and had estab­ 
lished a name for herself as a 
working writer. 


Her love affairs and early 
death in childbirth are handled 
well; her potential as a reform­ 
er still vital. 


The torch she carried is still 
throwing light on the current 
revitalization of women's lib, in 
its more extreme form. 
Perhaps the publishers have 
choosen to capitalize the “ Lib” 
issues raised, to heighten sales, 
but basically there is enough 
Dickensque quality to the book 
to carry it beyond the usual 
book jacket flattery.

The author’s first 
wife is seen as someone living 
across the street may see her, a 
nameless lady who happens to 
share a room in a New York 
hotel with Gold. 
A ctually, m ost neighbors, 
were they asked, could proba­ 
bly give more details than the 
reader is given. Parents and 
friends suffer the same fate. 
His second wife is b e tte r 
treated: as she goes through 
the intimate rigors of natural 
childbirth we are privileged to 
learn her name, although it 
seems as much an effort for the 
author as the baby for the wife: 
“ Okay, one more push, Mrs. 
Gold. Melissa, and it'll all be 
over. Now push.” This is the 
only mention of her nam e — in 
fact, it may be only the name of 
the nurse. 
The impression is that Gold 
wished to tell a little about his 
attempt to define what being 
born a Lakewood, Ohio, Jewish 
writer means. He includes just 
enough impersonal autobiogra­ 
phy to hold the book together. 
When he reaches those points 
beyond which he will not take 
the reader, he retires into his 
witty and genuinely humorous 
style, and disappointingly pass­ 
es on.

As for the extracts from orig­ 
inal sources themselves, they 
often are m erely snippets, and 
the selection is in some cases 
questionable.

At Dinners In Washington

Marny Clifford, as wife of 
Clark Clifford, Washington D.C, 
attorney and former secretary 
ol defense, achieved a reputa­ 
tion in the national capital for 
her parties, and particularly for 
the delicious foods served 
there. 
In this thick volume, she 
shares some 700 of the recipes 
responsible for her acclaim as 
the hostess with the tastiest. 
There is a tendency toward 
the gourmet or fancy side in a 
good many of her dishes, al­ 


though she has striven for bal­ 
ance. Crabmeat mousse, pur- 
eed peas in onion shells and 
chicken with grand marnier are 
offset by red cabbage salad, 
brown sugar cookies and easy 
corn pudding. Still, this is a 
collection best suited to those 
who, like Marny Clifford, like to 
entertain, and prefer to do so 
with some flair. Reflecting the 
Washington scene, the foreign 
influence is evident in many of 
the dishes. 
And so are the 
various regions of our own 
country that are brought to­ 
gether in Washington. 
It's a big. impressive book, 
but more supplemental in its 
intent and its potential than it is 
basic and encyclopedic.

Frustration In Voice

A generation gap separated 
Billie Holiday and Otis Redding 
and there was nothing in com­ 
mon with their careers except 
that both were cut short by 
death. 
Even so, there is an edginess 
in their voices that seems to tie 
them together. 
There was a bittersweet edge 
to Lady Day’s voice that made 
her stand apart from other jazz 
singers. And there was an ago­ 
nizing edge in the vocals of 
JRedding which reflected sorrow 
and frustration even though he 


was phenomenally successful at 
the time of his death in a plane 
crash. 


"The Best of Billie Holiday” 
MGM-Verve V6-8808 is a selec­ 
tion of songs from seven LP's 
which she made for this label in 
the waning years. On some of 
them she is backed by great 
sidemen, among them Charlie 
Shavers, Oscar Peterson and 
Ben Webster.

Although no gimmickry was 
needed, the album was elec­ 
tronically processed for stereo 
for the benefit of those who 
require such refinements in 
sound, but Lady Day’s voice 
needs no embellishments. 


“ The Best of Otis Redding” 
Atco SO2-801 is a two-LP album 
highlighting 25 of the big O's 
best-known songs. The last is 
"Sitting on the Dock of the 
Bay,” in which Redding senses 
that doom is near. 


Naturally it includes "R e ­ 
spect,” the song that started 
the Big O on his way, but there 
are several other elegant num­ 
bers, such as "Pain in My 
Heart,” “ Chain Gang’ and 
“ Down in the Valley.”

Stand-Ins For A Lawn 


Lawns are an integral part of 
a beautiful garden, and many 
gardeners argue that there is 
no substitute for a lawn. 
While there may be little or 
no disagreement with such a 
statement, it should be pointed- 
out that lawns are not ideally 
suited to all garden settings nor 
to all gardeners. 
The California Assn. of Nur­ 
serymen points out that steeply 
sloping areas are best not 
planted to lawn. And, absentee 
or unenthusiastic homeowners 
should often steer clear of 
lawns unless they hire others to 
tend them. While there is no 
substitute for a good lawn, 
there are many good stand-ins 
for a lawn. 


FOR BANKS and open spaces 
where lawns aren't suited, Ivy 
is a sure-fire substitute. The 
familiar Algerian Ivy is sharing 
the spotlight today witb Hahn's 
Ivy and English Ivy, both of 
which are smaller-leafed and 
handsomely-textured. 
On hot, sunny slopes Trailing 
African Daisy and Baccharis 
< Coyote Bush) are top choices. 
The former offers months of 
color, from midwinter into sum­ 
mer; Baccharis is popular be­ 
cause of its rugged nature — 
and textured, deep green foli­ 
age. This one is so tough it is a 
perm anent fixture on m any 
freeway plantings. 
Ajuga is an excellent cover. 
The so-called C arpet Bugle 
boasts blue spikes in spring­ 
time. It likes moisture and will 
do nicely in partial shade. Car­ 
pet-like in appearance is Poten- 
tilla — soft green and adorned 
with bright yellow flowers. It 
takes sun — and will also grow 
nicely in partial shade. 


TWO VINCAS are worth in­ 
vestigating: Vinca m ajor and 
Vinca minor; both are hardy 
throughout C alifornia. Vinca 
minor has smaller foliage and 


grows lower than Vinca major, 
which has dark green, heart- 
shaped leaves — adorned by 
lavender blue flowers. It is a 
fast grower, whether planted on 
slopes or in open ground. 


The Wildflower 
Can Be Tamed 


N ature’s brightener, the wild­ 
flower, is an excellent plant to 
bring into your garden. 
More and more selections of 
wildflower seeds are available 
at the nursery and from plant 
specialists by mail. Hardy wild- 
flowers are pleasant in infor­ 
mal beds and along driveways. 
We cannot pick wildflowers in 
the countryside any more, but 
we can tame them in our gar­ 
dens. Each seed packet tells us 
how. With an open bed, an 
enriching plant food, and easy 
watering, country flowers can 
be enjoyed anywhere. 


Window Bulb Garden 
Grows From Potting 


By M ILLIC E N T TAYLOR 
You can pot up some of your 
plants from the garden for in­ 
door bloom, and while you are 
planting bulbs outdoors you can 
start a winter window bulb 
garden for later on. 
M arigolds, petunias, inipa- 
tiens, sweet alvssum, and other 
annuals will brighten your win­ 
dows for several weeks. Choose 
low. bushy plants with plenty of 
buds. Water them well first so 
you can dig them without dis­ 
turbing the roots. Get them 
used to indoor conditions grad­ 
ually — by open windows or on 
a porch — then indoors with 
plenty of light. 


DWARF geraniums can be 
brought in. Geraniums don't 
need a rest period and will go 
right on blooming. Old plants 
too big for winter windows can 
be carried over in the cellar 
under lights. Caladiums from 
the garden can be potted up. 
Fibrous 
begonias 
can 
be 
brought in. After a rest they 
will start blooming again if cut 
back. 
With all the plants you pot up 
from the garden be sure they 
are free from outdoor insects 
and from angleworms. Spray 
the tops with tepid water and 
examine the root balls. 
If you wish to force a few 
tulips, daffodils, and other 
spring-flowering bulbs for win­ 
ter bloom, choose the larger- 
size bulbs. After potting them 
in friable soil, set the pots in a 
trench or in a sheltered place 
close to the house with an 
upturned pot over each. Cover 
well with leaves, peat moss, or 
straw. 
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A F T E R 
T H E 
roots 
are 
formed and the tops are up, 
bring them in. This will proba­ 
bly be in late December or 
January. 
The paper-w hite narcissus 
and vellowr soleil d'or don't 
need this outdoor conditioning. 
They will grow fairly quickly 
and flower in soil, bulb fiber, or 
in wet pebbles. Plant so one- 
third of each bulb is showing. 
Place the pot or bowl in the 
dark for rooting, ket»ping it 
moist but not soggy. 
If pebbles or pearl chips are 
used, wash out under cold wa­ 
ter about once a week. Bring 
plants into the room to plenty of 
light when the tips are about 
three inches tall. You might 


like to start some at intervals 
to have them in bloom through­ 
out the winter. 
Lily-of-the-valley plants can 
be grown indoors, but for this 
you need specially conditioned 
pips, not those transplanted 
from the garden. Some dealers 
offer them pre-planted. pink or 
white. If you are planting the 
pips, place them in a bowl or 
bulb pot, cover the roots with 
moistened bulb fiber, allowing 
the pips to show above the 
surface. 


PLACE in a well-lighted win­ 
dow. Water at room tem pera­ 
ture. 
They should flower in 
about three weeks.

Plant in the vegetable garden: 
carrots, beets, turnips, lettuce, 
onions, peas, cabbage and cau­ 
liflower. 


v* When planting annuals for 
winter and early-spring bloom, 
give them a warm, sunny bed. 
Hurry to plant Calendulas, Pan­ 
sies, Violas, Stocks, Snapdra­ 
gons, and Iceland Poppies, so 
you can enjoy prolonged color- 
from these free-blooming favor­ 
ites.

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Paint Failure 
In Many Forms 


By ANDY 
What are called “ paint fail­ 
ures” are responsible for much 
of the exterior preparation that 
is so necessary when the time 
comes to paint the outside of a 
house. 


Paint failures can mean any­ 
thing from blistering and peel­ 
ing to cracking, sagging, bleed­ 
ing. spotting and wrinkling. 


Oddly enough, it is seldom 
that the paint itself is at fault, 
although there can be no doubt 
that the use of paint of inferior 
quality can cause problems oi 
its own. 


ONE OF the characteristics 
of most types of paint failures 
is that they are not visibly 
apparent for months or even 
years after the paint has been 
applied. 
When they do show up, they 
not only destroy the appearance 
of the house; they necessitate 
scraping, brushing and other 
measures before new paint can 
be put on. 
What causes paint failures0

Here is a list of some of the 
things that are responsible: 
1 — Moisture inside the house 
which has no other way of 
escaping than through the in­ 
side walls to the outside walls. 
In the absence of a vapor bar­ 
rier, this moisture gets under 
the exterior paint and eventual­ 
ly causes it to blister and peel. 


2 — MOISTURE which seeps 
behind the outside walls via 
gaps around window and door 
frames, and along roof flashing 
and gutters. 
3 — Application of paint in 
temperatures below 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit — or application of 
paint in higher temperatures 
which drop below 50 before the 
paint has hardened. 
4 — Not using a primer when 
the directions on the label of 
the can say it is necessary. 
5 — Application of an oil 
paint when the outside walls 
are damp. The manufacturers 
of some kinds of latex paints 
say that they can be applied 
under such conditions, but 
check the label to be sure this 
information is contained on it. 


6 — NEGLECTING to scrape 
and brush a surface damaged 
by a previous paint failure. 
7 — Allowing insufficient 
drying time between coats. 
8 — Putting on too thick a 
single coat in order to make it 
do the work of two. 
9 — Applying paint over a 
dirty or greasy surface. 
10 — Failing to mix the paint 
thoroughly — or. the opposite, 
mixing paint vigorously when 
the instructions (usually the la­ 
tex paints) say merely to stir it.

There’s not a man walking 
who doesn’t believe he can 
build a fire. Possibly it all goes 
back to those little sticks in a 
cave. But history never refers 
to the mental limits of a Nean­ 
derthal woman, now does it? 
If you have a fireplace (all 
important, eh? > and are trying 
to preserve the male ego, best 
start the fire before he arrives. 
If you want to play helpless, 
forget the blazing hearth idea 
and settle for agreeing with 
him that the fire will take off 
most anytime. But know the 
facts. Then when he leaves the 
room, you may be able to leap 
to the fire’s rescue and pretend 
he did it all along. 


It may take two to tango, but 
it takes three to build a fire. 
Three logs, that is. 
And despite what Smokey the 
Bear says, logs will not light 
with only a match. Forests, 
yes; logs. no. 
Unless you have a gas jet in 
the fireplace or own a Cape Cod 
lighter, kindling and newspa­ 
pers are called for. You usually 
can order kindling with the 
wood. One time I got a huge 
paper bagful of a fascinating 
assortment of women’s shoe 
heels as kindling. Marvelous. 


SEPARATE five or six full 
newspaper sheets. Bunch each 
sheet into a tight ball or twist it 
into a long piece and tie in a 
kind of a knot. Put these on the 
bottom with a goodly amount of 
the kindling on top. then do a 
threesome building with the 
logs. (If there’s one log larger 
than the others, put it to the 
back of the fireplace.) Two on 
the bottom and one centered on 
top over the space. Light. 
Oops! Be sure to open the 


damper first! This is usually 
the time when you discover it 
isn’t open. The smoke rolling 
merrily upward and out will 
cue you in. When the damper is 
opened, there is usually a great 
gnashing of metal and a cas­ 
cade of dirt and who knows 
what. 
I know of three kinds of 
dampers: the type that’s con­ 
trolled by a neat, discreet han­ 
dle on the front or side of the 
outer fireplace; the two inside 
types with finger rings, one that 
pushes to the back and upward, 
the other directly and definitely 
straight up. 


IT NEVER hurts, particular­ 
ly with smaller fireplaces, to 
build a fire as far back as 
possible and to heat the chim­ 
ney to create an updraft before 
you light the logs. Take a dou­ 
ble sheet of newspaper and 
twist into a long piece and light 
one end. Hold it up in the 
chimney, moving it back and 
forth. 
After you’ve lit the fire, 
check to see if there’s space 
between the top log and the 
bottom ones. If not, do a little 
prying with the poker. You 
need some sort of an air vent to 
pull the fire through the logs. 
Too tight a fit puts a damper of 
its own on the doings. 
Another way to create a draft 
for a slow starting fire is to 
hold a spread-out newspaper 
sheet over the outside opening 
about 3 inches off the heart. 
The low*, cooler air will go 
whooping in and create an up­ 
draft through the logs. 


INCIDENTALLY, if you can 
work a deal with the local 
bowling alley for their old bowl­ 
ing pins, do it. They make 
sensational firewood. The out­ 


side lacquer acts as a starter 
and the wood itself is very hard 
and seemingly burns forever. 
Now for the cleanup. Many 
fireplaces do not have a trap 
door that gets rid of cold ashes. 
There is a way to do it without 
having the fine ash dust all 
over the place. 
When the ashes are cold, take 
a bucket or waste basket and 
put a plastic bag in it. Or use a 
self-standing, sturdy paper bag 
and forget the bucket or basket 
Put it in the fireplace, up in the 
woodbasket or grate if you have 
one. Be sure the damper is 
open. 
Shovel the ashes carefully in­ 
to the bag. The updraft will pull 
any dust up the chimney. Don’t 
fill the bag too full and close 
before removing it from the 
fireplace. This allows poufs to 
go where they belong, up and 
away, not out and around. 
Don’t get too neat and clean out 
the ashes too often or too tho 
rougly. Fires burn better with a 
little base under them. 
About the only fireplace prob­ 
lem that stymies me is the 
luxuriousness of it all. Time 
was (to mix a metaphor) wood 
was dirt cheap. Now. almost 
everyone other than forest 
rangers and tree men calculate 
a bit before lighting up. Pity.

rash of smaller motorized vehi­ 
cles has made the young set 
more independent.

ONE OF the most popular 
concepts for country and lake­ 
side living is the A-frame, the 
kind that has a balcony bed­ 
room loft. With that new view 
of the whole house, every inch 
of building material is seen 
closer up. It’s fun to plan wall 
surfaces with this expanded 
view in mind. 


The A-frame shown at right 
has a standard-sized prefin­ 
ished Marlite plank paneling, 
but it’s used in a horizontal 
direction instead of the usual- 
vertical alignment. The planks 
are 16 inches wide and eight 
feet long, so the designer let the 
strong vertical supporting 


members function as dividers. 
Installation was simple since 
the planks have tongue-and- 
groove edges that slip together 
quickly, whether applied hori­ 
zontally or vertically. Con­ 
cealed metal clips and special 
wallboard adhesive were used 
to secure a strong bond be­ 
tween original ceiling surface 
and the new Marliet panels. 


THE biggest bonus in using . 
these prefinished panels is the 
low-care benefit. The surfaces 
can be just about ignored; but 
if some dirt or smudge does 
occur, the plastic finish takes to 
washing like a duck to water. 


And there’s nothing in the 
rule book that says you have to 
save these prefinished, ready- 
to-install panels for a second 
home. How about that guest 
room you’ve never quite coped 
with? Time to get busy and 
give it some character!

hand at door decor, consider 
making a decorative folding 
screen that can be put to beau­ 
tiful use in the most elegant 
living room, dining area or 
bedroom. 
M aterials required are: 
Three entranceway sidelights of 
ponderosa pine (combination of 
four lights and a closed wood 
panel) size one foot, six inches 
wide by six feet eight inches 
.high. One quart of stain or of 
semi-gloss paint. Six three-inch 
butt hinges (two sets of three 
each). And, if you like, some 
self-adhering “ stained glass” 
paper. 


FOLLOW these steps in build­ 
ing the screen: 
1. Plane the top and bottom 
edges of each sidelight. 
2. Stain or paint the wood. 
3. Screw three hinges to each 
edge of one sidelight. Place one 
hinge four inches from the top, 
one four inches from the bot­ 
tom, and center the third. Posi­ 
tion the hinges so the hinge pins 
of the first set are on the 
opposite side of the hinge pins 
of the second set. This allows 
the sidelights to fold in opposite 
directions, and permits the 
screen to be free-standing. 
4. Fasten the two outer side­ 
lights to the hinges on the 
center sidelight, making sure 


all bottom edges are smooth 
and even. 
5. Cut stained glass paper to 
fit over glass sections, and ad­ 
here in place.

Jack Klugman, the loveable 
slob of “The Odd Couple,” has 
finally moved permanently to 
Hollywood now that he’s con­ 
vinced the series wasn’t a two- 
season fluke. 


But it meant selling his 250-

European Squabble Over Color TV

PARIS, FRANCE — “ My 
1 nends the G—s bought a color 
television set last year,” the 
pretty young beauty-parlor at­ 
tendant said. “ He works in a 
hank—doesn’t get more than 
2.000 francs per month (about 
*400); she makes less, 1.600 
tranes ($360). It was a real 
sacrifice for them to buy their 
set, and since then they never 
go out in the evening — they 
just sit glued to their little 
screen.” 
rhe beautician w orks in 
Neuilly, rich Parisian suburb, 
but she could have just as 
easily spoken in London or Am­ 
sterdam, Frankfurt or Geneva. 
If a fair proportion of American 
or Japanese households take 
color for granted in television, 
many Europeans still consider 
it a rare and marvelous thing, a 
toy for the rich, a status symbol 
for the ordinary man. 
. 


BUT COLOR television in Eu­ 
rope, broadcasters and manu­ 


fa ctu rers alike forecast, is 
ready for a spectacular takeoff 
— the kind of jump from luxury 
to plaything that took place in 
America in the early 1960's and 
Japan the past three to four 
years. 
And. as so often happens on 
this old continent squabbled 
over and shared by such a rich 
d iv e rs ity of peoples and 
tongues, the struggle for com­ 
m anding advantages in this 
vast potential market focuses 
on two com peting system s, 
West German PAL (for ’’phase 
alternational line”) and French 
SECAM (for “système séquen­ 
tiel a mémoire). 
It is a bitter battle — so 
bitter, in fact, that the Italian 
Cabinet headed by P rem ier 
Giulio Andreotti may fall be­ 
cause of it. Italy is one of the 
few European countries that 
has not yet chosen either PAL 
or SECAM (the others are 
Spain, Portugal, Albania, and 
Greece). 
In a Solomon-like decision, 


the Italian Government recent­ 
ly decided to experimentally 
televise the Munich Olympic 
Games using both PAL and 
SECAM. 
The decision, an­ 
nounced by Prem ier Andreotti 
after intensive pressure by both 
SECAM and PAL interests, sat­ 
isfied no one and is being criti­ 
cized as wasteful and purely 
political. 


BOTH SECAM and PAL use a 
625-line screen and transmit 25 
pictures per second, compared 
with a 525-line screen and 30 
pictures per second for the 
American NTSC (for National 
Television Systems Committee) 
system. 


Both systems improve on the 
NTSC by using delay lines, 
which were unknown when the 
American system was devel­ 
oped. The delay lines make for 
stabler colors, engineers here 
say, recalling the early joke 
about NTSC standing for “nev­ 
er the same color.” 
But PAL, in essence, builds 


on the NTSC system and goes 
further than it, whereas SE­ 
CAM was developed independ­ 
ently by the French. The 
French decision to go ahead 
with their own color television 
system was sent up the line all 
the way to the Elysee Palace. 
It was General de Gaulle 
himself who made the final 
decision. The French in turn 
sold their system to the Soviets, 
and through the Soviets to the 
East Europeans, except for in­ 
dependent Yugoslavia. The rest 
of Central and Northern Eu­ 
rope, as well as Britain, chose 
the PAL system. 
“ PAL is not a bad system ,” 
says Pierre Sabbagh, director 
of Channel 2, the eolor trans­ 
m itting channel of F ra n c e ’s 
state-owned ORTF. “ But SE­ 
CAM fits the Frenchman’s tem­ 
perament.

PAL engineers argue the 
same for their system, and a 
respected neutral observer, 
George Hansen of Belgium, 
says that in fact, at the purely 
technical level, one system is 
about as good as the other. Mr. 
Hansen, director of the techni­ 
cal center of the European 
Broadcasting Union (EBU), par­ 
ticipated in an exhaustive study 
of the NTSC, PAL, and SECAM 
systems undertaken by an ad 
hoc group of the EBU, the 
conclusion of which was that 
under optimum conditions there, 
were no significant differences 
between the quality of pictures 
transmitted by the various sys 
terns.

What has happened to funny 
stuff in America? Where has it 
all gone? There don’t seem to 
be any gags being passed 
around among friends or on the 
streets. Thigh-slapping stories, 
once in bountiful supply, have 
dwindled down to a precious 
few. 
You don’t have people like 
Fred Allen going to the West 
Coast and remarking in conver­ 
sation: 
“California is a fine 
place to live, if you’re an or­ 
ange.” 
Or Robert Benchley, who had 
a running bonhomie with his 
bank, paying off at a party at 4 
o'clock one morning and sign­ 
ing the check: “ Dear bank, 
having wonderful time, wish 
you were here. Bob.” 


OR JOE Frisco, the stutter­ 
ing comic, taking a friend to his 
hotel room and phoning the 
desk clerk: 
“ I have a c-c- 
complaint. There’s t-t-two peo­ 
ple in this r-room and only one 
B-B-Bible." 
This kind of compulsive jovi­ 
ality, according to pulsetakers 
of the droll, seems to be in deep 
doldrum s. A sort of boffo 
downswing. 
The general tendency is to 
blame the harsh times for this- 
the parlous state of the world 
and the brutality upswing be­ 
getting a humorless mood.

SAM LEVENSON 
Looks for loughs 


Sam Levenson, the comedian, 
who is writing a book about the 
change in eras, disagrees with 
this theory. He says the trouble 
lies with the tremendous quick­ 
ening in the tempo of living. 


“I’LL tell you the reason you 
h ear 
few er 
gags 
on 
the 
streets,” he said. “ People don’t 
talk to each other. They’re too 
busy. Then they go home and 
have a quick dinner and sit and 
stare at television for three 
hours. When there is no dia­ 
logue, how are you going to get 
joke-telling among people? 
“There’s a general impati­ 
ence. I don’t see people sitting 
down and chatting anymore. 
People have no patience with 
humor. You get a man on TV 
who’s telling a joke, and if he’s 
not getting a laugh before 10 
seconds people think it’s dead­ 
ly. Will Rogers in his day could 
stand and think that long, with­ 
out saying a word. 


“TODAY a performer has to 
get a yak every four seconds to 
be in tempo. This is not really a 
humorists’ era. It’s a gag writ­ 
ers’ era. It’s flash humor-in­ 
stant laughs.” 
Despite the grave times, Lev­ 
enson says the m aterial is still 
there to be made fun of: “Hu­ 
man life has never changed. 
Man has always been up the 
creek. But the attention span is 
getting shorter.” 
So where is humor going? 
The way of the chicken in the 
supermarket. It comes in parts 
rather than the whole chicken. 


Film History 


The Film Institute has a 
grant of $150,000 from the Louis 
B. M ayer Foundation which 
will enable it to commission 12 
new research projects designed 
to enlarge and strengthen its 
file on the history of American 
films. 


Humorists need to go into depth 
to discourse on a subject. 
“The fragmentation of the 
animal kingdom is in the super­ 
m arket,” Levenson said. 


“CHICKEN by parts - you 
buy 14 breasts, five legs. I call 
it Picasso poultry. You buy fish 
by parts. You pick the Ten 
Com m andm ents by p arts. I 
say: ‘I’ll take the command­ 
ments with no “nots” in them.’ 
“You can’t get greatness with 
just parts — not great humor. 
The contemporary prayer is: 
Dear Lord, grant me the gift of 
patience — and I want it now. 
This is part of the whole prob­ 
lem. The punch line has to be 
now." 
Okay, so how’s this for a 
punch line: Slow down-and 
laugh!
